Brown, John Mason. Morning faces; a 
book of children and parents. Whittlesey, 
$2.50. September 7. 


Most of these sketches are reprinted from the 
critic’s column “Seeing things” in the Satur- 
day Review of Literature. Readers will re- 
member with appreciation the rueful and ac- 
curate descriptions of parent-child relation- 
ships. 


Chevalier, Maurice. The man in the straw 
hat, my story. Crowell, $3.50. September 
26. 


In the staccato style that we associate with 
the popularizer of the song Louise, the French 
music-hall singer tells of his youthful poverty, 
his inferiority complex, and his rise to Holly- 
wood glamour boy. Story of an artist, en- 
grossed in his career and devoted to his 
mother, who is modest about his success, 
philosophical about his loves, and anxious to 
explain his wartime thoughts and activities. 
Interesting descriptions of such actors as Mis- 
tinguett, W. C. Fields, and Elsie Janis. 


Clark, Delbert. Again the 
Bobbs- Merrill, $3. September. 


The chief of the New York Times bureau in 
Berlin reports on the Germany he knew dur- 
ing the two years he worked there after the 
war. Apparently he saw little that was hon- 
orable about the German people and declares 
that Germany is now pretty well independent 
of Western political interference and pre- 
pared to sell herself to the highest bidder. 
Critical of American policy which he consid- 
ers involved a combination of loose thinking, 
unenlightened self-interest, and postwar pen- 
ny pinching.

Corle, Edwin. The Royal Highway. Bobbs- 
Merrill, $4. September. 


Brief, pleasantly written history of California. 
Follows events along the Royal Highway, now 
known as U.S. 101, from earliest times to the 
twentieth century. An especially profitable 
handbook for an automobile trip since past 
events are located in terms of present land- 
marks. 


Deutscher, Isaac. Stalin, a political biogra- 
phy. Oxford Univ. Press, $5. September 
29. 


A painstaking account of Stalin’s career which 
makes full use of all available documents, and 
candidly admits shortcomings due to inaccessi- 
bility of recent material and contradictoriness 
of much that is available on the prewar period. 
Not popular reading, but a thorough and dis- 
passionate study of the man and the party 
which he has made his life. The first of a 
trilogy, which will include biographies of 
Lenin and Trotsky. Bibliography contains 
many references to Russian sources. 


Graham, Shirley. Your most humble serv- 
ant, the story of Benjamin Banneker. 
Messner, $3. September 16. 


Fictionized biography of a Maryland free 
Negro who owned land, helped survey Wash- 
ington, D.C., and for a number of years com- 
piled a highly praised almanac. Sympathetic- 
ally, but somewhat histrionically, handled by 
the author of Paul Robeson and There was 
once a slave (Booktist 43:19, S 46; 43:271, 
My 1 47). Useful for the description of one 
type of Negro life during the eighteenth cen- 
tury as well as for its story of a talented and 
successful Negro. Young people will enjoy. 


Hancock, Ralph. Fabulous’ boulevard. 
Funk & Wagnalls, $3.50. September 22. 


The tone is gay and not too serious but the 
superlatives are still rampant in this account 
of Los Angeles’ Wilshire Boulevard and the 
city that lies on either side. Highlights the 
more glamorous and respectable items of 
greater Los Angeles, past and present. 


Key, Ted. Here’s Hazel! Dutton, $2. Sep- 
tember 12. 


The antics of the inimitable and incredible 
Hazel in a new collection of cartoons from 
the Saturday Evening Post. 


Logan, Milla (Zenovich). Cousins and 
commissars. Scribner, $2.75. October. 

A San Francisco woman and her newspaper- 
man husband, who spoke only English, went 
on a sentimental journey to Yugoslavia in the 
summer of 1948. Her mother had come from 
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that country, and the daughter had grown 
up with an intimate knowledge of a small 
Adriatic coast town where everyone was re- 
lated and families with only 200 years of 
background were newcomers. The clan had 
many members in America, all keeping in 
touch with each other. Entry into Yugoslavia 
was difficult, and the journey from Paris was 
by train, boat, and car, but the welcome was 
rewarding and the entertaining, on scarce, 
rationed food, was exhausting and pathetic. 
A firsthand picture of proud people under 
Communist rule, bringing in many points of 
view. 


Perry, George Sessions. My granny Van: 
the running battle of Rockdale, Texas. 
Whittlesey, $2.25. September 28. 


A variation on the Life with father books in 
a portrait of a family tyrant of the female 
sex. Granny moved in with the author’s par- 
ents when they were married and when their 
early death left him an orphan he was at her 
mercy until experience taught him ways of 
survival. He was still an unsuccessful writer 
when he married, and a brave wife took her 
chances with Granny. Written with under- 
standing, and with due allowance for the fact 
that much of Granny’s orneriness was 
prompted by loneliness, but the old woman 
remains one of the most cantankerous on rec- 
ord, unscrupulous, deceitful, and willing to 
fight at the drop of a hat. 


Roosevelt, Eleanor (Roosevelt). This I 
remember. Harper, $5. November 9. 


A continuation of the autobiography begun 
in This is my story (BooK ist 34: 143, D 15 37) 
which covers the years of Roosevelt’s gover- 
norship and presidency and ends with his 
death. Simply written, candid about family, 
finances, and about her matriarchal mother- 
in-law, about the difficulties of being mistress 
of the White House, and about friends and 
fellow workers. The war years are, of course, 
the most interesting, and those pages have 
many sidelights on Roosevelt’s technique of 
getting information, his independence in mak- 
ing decisions, and on the wartime secrecy 
which excluded Mrs. Roosevelt as well as oth- 
er citizens. One chapter tells her experiences 
with the American Youth Congress and what 
she learned about communists. Serialized in 
McCall’s Magazine. 


Ross, Ishbel. Child of destiny; the life 
story of the first woman doctor. Harper, 
$3.50. September 21. 


This new biography of Dr. Elizabeth Black- 
well stresses her contributions as a feminist. 
The British-born doctor came to the U.S. as 
a child, and during her formative years was 
exposed to a remarkable number of this 
country’s most stimulating minds and ad-

vanced ideas—this was during the period 
when abolition, women’s rights, Unitarianism, 
and other daring ideas were being hotly de- 
bated. When Elizabeth decided to direct her 
intense drive and keen intelligence toward 
medicine, it was not because she was at- 
tracted to medical practice, but because it 
afforded the greatest opportunity for the ad- 
vancement of her sex. Bibliography. 


Rothery, Agnes Edwards. The joyful gar- 
dener. Dodd, $4. September 20. 


Subtly conceived and skillfully written essays 
on subjects pertaining to gardens and garden- 
ing. Of special interest to the gardener with 
literary inclinations; will have small attrac- 
tion for those who are concerned only with 
raising plants. Among the engaging little 
dissertations are those on the flowers of child- 
hood, poisonous plants, intricacies and incon- 
sistencies of nomenclature, flowers of the 
Bible and the saints, real and artificial ani- 
mals that invade the garden, and modern 
hanging gardens. 


Schlesinger, Arthur Meier. The vital cen- 
ter; the politics of freedom. Houghton, $3. 
September 8. 


Presents the case for New Deal liberalism 
which represents, to the author, the middle 
way between totalitarianism and communism. 
The practice of this political philosophy, he 
says, will protect us from engulfment by 
either of the extremes. Controversial. 


Simkhovitch, Mary (Kingsbury). Here is 
God’s plenty. Harper, $2.50. October 19. 


The founder of Greenwich House describes 
briefly her home life as a child and her edu- 
cation. Most of the book is about the neigh- 
borhood settlement which she started in 1902 
in New York’s Greenwich Village. Chapters on 
this work are introduced by experiences 
from the author’s background and there is 
unattractive repetition of incident. Good pic- 
ture of the feeling of public responsibility 
for community welfare that has developed 
during the 1900’s through the efforts of pio- 
neers and of trained social workers. 


Smith, Ira R. T. “Dear Mr. President . . .” 
Messner, $3. September. 


When Mr. Smith was postmaster of the White 
House during McKinley’s administration he 
had time to do odd jobs. Fifty years later 
when Truman was president, he had a staff 
of 20. A pleasant addition to the reminiscences 
of former White House staff members. Mr. 
Smith’s shrewd comments on people and 
events are friendly and revealing. 


Strode, Hudson. Sweden: model for a 
world. Harcourt, $5. October 13. 


Laudatory descriptions of Sweden and its 
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people and their way of life based on trips 
which the author and his wife made before 
and after the war. Covers aspects of various 
cities, provinces, and temperament and phases 
of public welfare, history, cooperatives, and 
customs that Mr. Strode considers pertinent 
to Sweden’s modern course and which have 
been in some cases little publicized. A color- 
ful, smoothly written book full of personal 
experiences, that should enlist new tourists 
for Sweden and excite stay-at-homes. 


Toombs, Alfred. Raising a riot; illus. by 
Dorothy McKay. Crowell, $3. October 10. 


Returned after three years in the service to 
find his wife faced with long hospitalization, 
the author decided to be father, mother, and 
housekeeper to his ten-year-old son and two 
little daughters and at the same time support 
them by writing. They settled first in his 
father’s week-end cabin in Maryland, then 
moved to Florida for the winter. Women 
will be amused, and perhaps supercilious, over 
a man’s trials as he learned to cook, struggled 
to organize a household that included cats, 
dogs, ducks, chickens, week-end guests, and 
three children allergic to any organization, 
cultivated a garden, and coped with constant 
emergencies in makeshift houses. Amusing, 
even if sometimes forced in its effect of a 
three-ring circus in constant action.

Basso, Hamilton. The greenroom. Double- 
day, $3. September 15. 


A young editor in a publishing house, vaca- 
tioning in France, is asked by his employer 
to check the progress of the memoirs which 
a famous American author is writing. He 
finds the aging woman (who will remind 
some readers of Edith Wharton) living in 
luxurious seclusion on the Riviera, and his 
respectful awe is shaken when he discovers 
she is a poseur, fanatically jealous of younger 
people, and bitterly resentful of her cherished 
nephew’s marriage. The American is at- 
tracted by the unhappy young wife, and learns 
the extremes of intimidation and deceit ot 
which the novelist is capable. Competently 
written, with amusing characters in the 
French village and its one inn. 


Bonavia-Hunt, D. A. Pemberley Shades. 
Dutton, $3. September 9. 


An English author has attempted an ambi- 
tious project—a sequel to Pride and preju- 
dice. Although Jane Austen’s devotees may 
pick some flaws, such as a more emphatic 
tone and less subtlety, the versimilitude seems 
remarkable. Elizabeth and Mr. Darcy, hap- 
pily married for several years, entertain rela- 
tives and friends at Pemberley, the redoubt- 
able Lady Catherine de Bourgh invites

herself, and the usual circumspect social life 
and matchmaking go on, with a villain in the 
shape of an impostor posing as a clerygyman. 
Mrs. Bennet does not appear, but in the end 
another of her daughters has made a suitable 
match and Anne de Bourgh has escaped from 
her mother’s control by an elopement. 


Brady, Leo. The edge of doom. Dutton, 
$3. September 19. 


This tersely told, realistic story of a wasted 
life that society should have saved is not for 
the squeamish and it may have been written 
with an eye on the movies, but its unpleasant- 
ness gives it a certain force. The army re- 
jected Martin because he was a psychoneu- 
rotic, and he returned to his mother, bitterly 
resentful of her poverty and of the Roman 
Catholic Church to which she was faithful. 
Determined at her death that the church 
should give her an impressive funeral, he lost 
his temper when an old priest, worried by his 
own affairs, pointed out the prohibitive cost, 
and in blind rage Martin killed the old man. 
Escaping unseen, he at first felt safe, then 
fear began to catch up with him. While the 
hunt for the killer went on a young priest, 
guessing the facts, kept silent in the hope that 
Martin would save his soul by admission and 
repentance. The author is on the faculty of 
the Catholic University. 


Brown, Joe David. The freeholder. Mor- 
row, $3. September 7. 
In self-defense Horatio finally killed the 


demoniaec ropemaker who had adopted him 
from the English orphanage, and fled to 
America. Here he won wealth, friends, a 
Negro slave whom he immediately freed, and 
the realization that personal beliefs must on 
occasion be defended on a national scale. Ro- 
mantic story of the pre-Civil war period in 
the South that will be enjoyed by young peo- 
ple as well as by adults. 


Fineman, Irving. Ruth. Harper, $3. Sep- 
tember 21. 


The Book of Ruth, expanded into a full-length 
novel by the addition of background material, 
the interpolation of extensive quotations from 
scripture, and exposition thereof. Boaz is 
inclined to serve as a scriptural mouthpiece, 
Ruth is outstanding for charm coupled with 
strength of character, but it is Naomi who 
holds the reader’s attention with her irrepres- 
sibly feminine comments on her people's his- 
tory and traditions. 


Green, Henry. Loving. Viking, $3. Octo- 
ber 6. 

This novel for special tastes describes life in 
a servants’ hall with its jealousies, intrigues, 
and romances. The servants are English, 
thrown back upon each other’s society more 





than ordinarily by their status as aliens in 
Ireland. The war is just beginning, and dis- 
quieting news from home interrupts several 
settled lives. There is considerable excitement 
over a purloined ring, and even more over 
the discovery that the young mistress has a 
lover, but all events seem sooner or later to 
contribute to the butler’s decision to throw 
up the job to which he has just succeeded 
after long service, as he elopes with the pretty 
housemaid and returns to war work in Eng- 


land. 


Hartt, Scott. Eight April days. Coward- 
McCann, $2.50. September 12. 


Old Pine was a mountain of a woman who 
traveled with the Confederate Army peddling 
supplies with her partner Baker, a small, 
weak man whose courage had failed after he 
was wounded. In the last tragic days before 
Lee’s surrender, they wandered with the be- 
wildered, hungry troops toward Appomattox 
and stepped into a domestic tragedy in an old 
mansion. Pine’s strength helped a young 
couple, but Baker, whom she loved, was killed 
when he put on a uniform to fight with the 
broken army. The story is only the length of 
a novelette, tersely and effectively told. 


Molloy, Robert. 
Lippincott, $3. 
ber 28. 


A forty-two-year-old white collar worker, 
the editor of a small house organ, who has 
not outgrown the intellectual pretensions of 
his youth, relates the events of a few weeks 
that clear away some of his illusions. He is 
about to leave his wife and two children to 
live with a young woman who will under- 
stand him—divorce and remarriage are im- 
possible because of religion—but he’s really 
not very enthusiastic about breaking with the 
family or about the young woman. He still 
dreams about the girl, now a successful nov- 
elist, with whom he shared the joys of read- 
ing and with whom he was in love. The 
threat of losing his job, a new job for the 
young woman, and an encounter with the 
love of his youth make him take a more 
realistic view of himself. Essentially a serio- 
comic picture of middle-class American life.

I married a 
redhead. Crowell, $3. September 19. 


Rollicking adventures of a radio salesman who 
turned writer and bit actor to be with his 
actress wife. Although the story of their suc- 
cessful careers in radio provides a heppy 
ending to their financial problems, it seems 
to have yielded less genuine humor than the 
period when they braved the Chautauqua cir- 
cuit and contributed their services to a strug- 
gling stock company in Chicago.

Nathan, Robert. The river journey. Knopf, 
$2.50. September 12. 


When Minnie learned she had only a short 
time to live she looked back over her placid, 
uneventful life and wanted something more, 
for herself and her husband. A trip down the 
river to New Orleans was the best thing she 
could imagine, so she sold her bonds and 
bought a houseboat. On the way to St. Louis 
her husband was persuaded by Mr. Mortimer, 
a pleasant, gentlemanly stranger, to share the 
trip with him and a blonde. Soon Minnie 
knew the stranger’s other name was Death; 
he had come for her and the girl, but there 
was no hurry and they had time to philoso- 
phize on life and the future. Readers will be 
reminded of On borrowed time, but there is 
less humor here. 


Ogilvie, Elisabeth. Rowan Head. Whittle- 
sey, $3. September 8. 


A dramatic story of the violent events that 
followed Miriam Chase’s introduction into the 
Cameron household as Felice’s nurse-com- 
panion. Felice had been a cloudy-minded in- 
valid ever since her husband’s desertion 20 
years before; David, like his mother, had 


taken refuge in vagueness; Giles had grown- 


up warped; and only Barth, the eldest, had 
faced the situation and made any attempt 
to retrieve the family’s good name. Antago- 
nism between Giles and Barth had reached 
the point where an outbreak was certain; 
when it came, destroying Barth’s work of 20 
years, it was Miriam’s love that gave him 
courage to start over. 


Partridge, Bellamy. The old oaken buck- 
et. Crowell, $3. October 3. 


When the Rands bought a house in rural 
Connecticut they found that Andrew, the 
middle-aged handyman, and his sister went 
with it. Nobody minded until all the Rand 
children turned up at once, complete with 
brides or families, then some other provision 
had to be made for Andrew and Harriet. 
Trading on Lettie Rand’s garden club ambi- 
tions, Andrew inveigled her into buying the 
old Woodworth farm, according to local 
legend once the home of the author of The 
old oaken bucket. The farm would become a 
garden shrine and Andrew would be cus- 
todian, so he saw no harm in helping the 
legend along. Andrew’s conniving and the 
complications that came of it will call forth 
many chuckles. 


Rice, Elmer L. The show must go on. 
Viking, $3.50. October. 


The author of several successful plays has 
written a long detailed novel of the produc- 
tion of a play, from the time a literary agent 
places it with a producer, through its success- 
ful Broadway run, until it is closed after a

The playwright, a naive young amateur, left 
his factory job for New York, and his educa- 
tion in the theater world was at once painful, 
bewildering, and gratifying as he was forced to 
alter his play at the producer’s orders, learned 
of sordid bargaining, and of the charming, 
amoral theatrical people and their mixture 
of generosity and perfidy. An _ over-long 
novel, crammed with details of theatrical 
business, and for some readers’ taste too filled 
with uninhibited language and the promiscuity 
that passed for sophistication. 


Sedges, John, pseud. The long love. Day, 
$3. October 20. 


Possibly no two people in love were ever 
more unlike than Edward and Margaret Has- 
latt, nevertheless they confounded all expec- 
tation by making a good and lasting marriage. 
The volatile Margaret never permitted Ed- 
ward’s soberness to develop into pomposity, 
and her appreciation of Edward's solid virtues 
kept her from the wayward conduct that dis- 
graced her sister. In spite of recurrent crises 


in the family history this is an undramatic 
story; readers who enjoy the unfolding of 
character will derive much satisfaction from 
the quiet narrative. 


Wilkins, William Vaughan. Once upon a 
time, an adventure. Macmillan, $3.50. 
Tentative date October 18. 


Oliver Granville, suffering from amnesia, falls 
in with three people of dubious character 
who seem to be dodging both the British au- 
thorities and ex-Nazi thugs. The leader, 
Richard Warrack, is a swashbuckling Irish- 
man who considers racketeering in England 
a patriotic occupation; his companions are 
the beautiful and amoral Twinkle and War- 
rack’s daughter Spicey, who leads Oliver a 
merry chase before agreeing to marry him. 
Although blood flows freely and many corpses 
are carried off the scene, the adventurers end 
up more or less on the side of the law. An 
irrelevant story of a missing girl and a grand 
duke’s treasure contribute to the general 
confusion.

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Photography Up To Date

ITH photography still ranking 
MV is among the hobbies, with 
plenty of appeal to the venture- 
some, books on the art and fun of photog- 
raphy steadily appear. Most of them are 
well done and have an appreciation of 
the amateur’s need for clear, concise, fac- 
tual information coupled with patterns of 
fine workmanship in composition and 
technique. The earnest professional, too, 
will find here and there a new title written 
for his notice; often the effort of a fellow 
craftsman to share his experiences. Some 
of these more recent titles will add worth 
and utility to any working collection in 
photography. 

“Always take your camera!” The rea- 
son for this advice is fully explained in 
Photography for the Traveler, by Don 
Nibbelink. This is a well-written, hand- 
book including such pertinent information 
as selecting the correct equipment for 
your trip, using your camera to advantage, 
care and use of materials and equipment 
in all climates, processing away from 
home, dealing with strangers, and custom 
regulations. Especially valuable is a list 
of film processing stations in this country 
and abroad. 

The Art of Bird Photography, by Eric 
Hosking and C. W. Newberry, appears in 
a revised, enlarged edition, and nature 
photographers will enjoy it. The author 
shares many of his ingenious ideas for 
getting pictures of birds in their natural 
surroundings by means of various “blinds.” 
The many fine illustrations show how 
successful he has been and with all the 
hints and encouragement that you can do 
it too. ' 

Another title for the photographic na- 
turalist is Paul Grabbe and Joseph Sher- 
man’s Outdoors with the Camera. It is 
quite a pleasant and picturesque book, 
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being the result of the authors’ own photo- 
graphic experiences. It includes advice 
and examples on improving composition 
and handling everyday camera problems 
that are met in the open. Delightful read- 
ing, with human interest and many good 
photographs. 

Indoor photography offers the amateur 
interesting and varied subjects with still 
life, flowers, table-tops, and the technique 
of document copying. Practical data on 
lighting and arrangements to help make 
indoor photography are included. The 
several chapters on making greeting cards 
give an added zest to the book which is 
titled, Photography Indoors. It is well 
compiled and beautifully illustrated and 
is volume D of the Camerette series. 

The wistful charm that can be captured 
in children’s pictures always holds a 
challenge for the amateur photographer, 
and all the suggestions and instructions 
he'll need are found in Child Photography 
the Modern Way, by Josef Schneider. It 
is by far the most successful book of its 
kind. By means of diagrams the author 
shows the methods and wiles he used to 
get the unusual expressions and actions 
in each photograph in his book. The re- 
sult is a book full cf fascinating and de- 
lightful character studies of children of 
all ages. An inspiration to anyone with 
a camera—and a baby. 

A valuable help for the commercial 
photographer or advanced amateur is Fred 
Archer’s On Portraiture. It is an unusually 
fine book of personal instruction by a 
qualified teacher, and includes posing, 
retouching and make-up. The author has 
dealt with the technical side of his sub- 
ject with clarity and simplicity. The 200 
illustrations are excellent. 

Charles Abel, in his Commercial Photo- 
graphic Lightings, has given the com- 





mercial world an excellent textbook on 
methods as well as a manual on lighting. 
It is a book of valuable data for profes- 
sional photographers on how to light all 
kinds of subjects from a pin to an ocean 
liner. It includes the practical demonstra- 
tions of 77 prominent photographers, their 
problems, equipment, and techniques, and 
will save the newcomer in the field of 
industrial photography hours of trial and 
error. The author is competent, experi- 
enced, and a master in photography. 
There is a brief, yet well done, manual 
that will be welcomed by the beginner 
who wants to take pictures at night. The 
directions are simple, easy to follow, and 
call for a minimum of equipment. The 
photographs aptly illustrate the pleasing 
effects obtained with One Lamp Only and 
Your Camera, by Hugo Van Wadenoyen. 
Build Your Own Enlarger, by Albert 
Stevenson, is an English book, well writ- 
ten and much needed. It includes designs 
and plans for constructing various models 
of enlargers, and stresses that good work 
in enlarging is dependent upon reliable 
and accurate apparatus. Care in 
struction will yield equal results.

Now that his enlarger is made, the be- 
ginner will be concerned with the method 
of enlarging. With the current popularity 
of miniature cameras the contact print is 
losing importance and the trend is toward 
enlargements. Enlarging, the Technique 
of the Positive, by Kurt Jacobsohn, will 
do much to develop that creative out- 
look in picturemaking that the amateur 
discovers through his enlarger. 

Popular Mechanics Magazine has pub- 
lished the Photo Handbook to help the 
amateur curb costs as he progresses up 
the ladder of his hobby. It is a compila- 
tion of hundreds of clever, practical ideas 
for taking and making better pictures, 
and for constructing much of his own 


equipment. 
Ansel Adams has covered a wide field 
in his new title Camera and Lens; Studio 
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and Darkroom Equipment. It is written to 
familiarize the amateur with the capaci- 
ties of cameras and lenses, and to help him 
plan his own studio and darkroom. The 
studio and darkroom plans are excellent 
and the information on the use and care 
of equipment is useful and practical. The 
photographs in the text are up to the 
usual Ansel Adams standard. 

The View Camera Made Simple, by 
Berenice Abbott, is the second title in a 
year on the use of this type of camera 
and it is most welcome. The author ex- 
plains briefly, yet clearly, the working 
parts, and

In A Guide to Photographic Control, by 
Townsend Godsey, the author draws from

Fundamentals of Photographic Theory, 
by T. H. James and George C. Higgins, 
is an authentic work on the chemical and

Elisberg, Edward. No banners, no bugles. 
Dodd, $4, September 19. 


Like Under the Red Sea sun (BooKLisT 43:84, 
N 15 46) this is an exciting account of wartime 
salvage operations which leaves the reader 
marveling that victory could follow so much 
blundering and non-cooperation. Taking up 
where the earlier book left off, this tells of 
Ellsberg’s summons to the Mediterr2nean 
ports which had been rendered useless by the 
scuttling of the French navy. Here the climate 
was better than at Massawa, but the salvage 
problems just as difficult, the official red tape 
as baffling, and even the backing of Eisen- 
hower and British Admiral Cunningham could 
not prevent French sabotage. 


Estorick, Eric. Stafford Cripps: Britain's 
master statesman. Day. $5. October 20. 


The author of Stafford Cripps: prophetic rebel 
(Bookutst 38:157, Ja 1 42) again writes an 
admiring biography of the English statesman 
who has served his government in various 
diplomatic missions abroad and now is the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The author he- 
lieves that Cripps’s interest in the Labour 
Party and its program is inspired by his 
sincere belief in the ethical teaching of Christ 
and a desire to translate it into everyday life. 
Political rather than personal biography that 
nevertheless gives a good appreciation of 
Cripps’s character. The preface states that 
less than a dozen pages of the earlier book are 
repeated here. 


Gordon, Lesley. A pageant of dolls; with 
a foreword by Janet Pagter Johl. Wyn, 
$3.75. September 27. 

Brief, popular introduction to dolls of all 
kinds and from many nations. Useful for the 
description of dozens of modern dolls and 
their costumes, although the amount of space 
allotted dolls of the various countries varies. 
Many illustrations, most of which are large 
enough to show details. 


Harding, Bertita (Leonarz). Mosaic in the 
fountain. Lippincott, $3. October 19. 

The author of popular historical romances and 
biographies tells of the cosmopolitan childhood 


that was a preparation for writing about many 
countries. Born in Hungary, of a Hungarian 
mother and a German-French father, she was 
soon taken to Mexico, to live first in Mexico 
City, then in Monterrey until the revolution 
swept over that city. Readable, filled with 
anecdotes of a unique family group fitting it- 
self into a foreign setting while preserving 
Hungarian and German customs and speaking 
several languages. 


Kane, Harnett Thomas. Queen New Or- 
leans, city by the river. Morrow, $5. Octo- 
ber 3. 


The distinctive color, romance, and glamour 
of New Orleans are highlighted in stories 
of people, events, customs, and places that 
dramatize the development of the city under 
French, Spanish, and American rule. The 
writer knows his subject well and writes with 
sound appreciation. Chapters on foods and 
restaurants and suggested tours will be very 
helpful to the tourist. 


Nelson, Joseph. Backwoods teacher. Lip- 
pincott, $3. October 12. 


Account of a rewarding teaching experience 
in the Ozarks during the depression, by a 
young man who was sincerely interested in 
being a part of the community and in teaching 
his pupils to think. Delightful record of the 
superstitions, folklore, and language of Big 
Piney that will interest many readers since 
numerous pioneer and backwoods settlements 
have held the same notions, and spoken in 
like manner. 


Smith, Lillian Eugenia. Killers of the 
dream. Norton, $3. October 24. 


Using the Freudian method, the author of 
Strange fruit lays bare the weaknesses, er- 
rors, and anxieties of the South, dwelling on 
the triangulation of sin, sex, and race segre- 
gation, “the hard, bitter facts of life.” Draw- 
ing on her own recollections and her wide 
reading, she cites examples of the evils of 
segregation for both white and colored people, 
and gives the history of race relations from 
pre-Civil War days. Her intention seems to 
be by use of the shock treatment to force 
Southerners to reexamine both traditions and 
facts. The dangers of the possible acceptance 
of communism are made clear, but there is 
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insufficient credit for progress already made 
by liberal Southerners. The book is frank, 
sometimes brilliant, undoubtedly honest, but 
is sure to be bitterly disputed.

Asch, Shalom. Mary. Putnam, $3.50. Oc- 
tober 7. 


Tells the story of Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
from her betrothal to the Resurrection. The 
later years are passed over quickly, but the 
story of Jesus as a child is told in detail. It is 
an intimate picture of a devoted family, a lit- 
tle different from ordinary households because 
of the presence of the unusual child and the 
parents humble awareness of some high des- 
tiny for Him. The portrait of the Christ as a 
child gradually becoming aware of the world 
about Him is an appealing one; Joseph is a 
quiet and wholly good man, unassertive but 
competently serving as a protector and men- 
tor: but it is Mary, as the epitome of mother- 
hood, who is the principal figure. 


Beaty, David. The Donnington legend. 
Morrow, $3. September 21. 


Benevona was a wartime airfield on a bleak 
point of land in the North Atlantic, strate- 
gically important because it was close to sea 
routes. Here, in cold, stormy weather, the 
crews patrolled the water, watching for 
enemy submarines and boats. Thirteen men 
and three women tell about the dominant 
personality, Donnington, and try to explain 
the enigma of his character and the source 
of his influence over the men. No one denied 
his bravery; he was efficient, ruthless, stern 
in discipline but capable of defying his su- 
periors, apparently devoid of emotion, but 
most of the men accepted him as a perfect 
leader. A few disliked him, and suspected 
that self-interest was his motive, but no one 
gave a definitive answer and he was consist- 
ent to the end. While not lacking in drama, 
the chief appeal of the book is psychological. 


Bemelmans, Ludwig. The Eye of Ged. Vi- 
king, $3. October. 


The Eye of God, a pinnacle in the Tyrolean 
Alps, is background for the story of a village 
before, during, and after the recent war. The 
innkeeper Tannegg represents the old, solid, 
genuinely gemiitlich character of the village 
that is impaired when a highly commercial 
skiing resort is built. More disruption occurs 
when the resort, after a hurried conversion to 
a gemiutlich atmosphere, becomes a Nazi rec- 
reation center. The simple life is gone, but at 
war’s end Tannegg has the satisfaction of 
sending off his newly married son and the 
bride to be keepers of a still isolated inn 
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farther up the mountain. Usual Bemelmans 
humor, pathos, and nostalgia. 


Chapman, Maristan, pseud. Rogue’s March. 
Lippincott, $3. October 1). 


Rogue’s March was the wilderness home of a 
Southern gentleman, a hotheaded Tory whose 
young son and daughter were secretly helping 
the Revolutionary army. Here Lantry Ward. 
of Tennessee, an express rider pursued by 
Cornwallis’ dragoons, was hidden by the 
daughter, and became a rival of a British 
officer. This is the story of some of the South- 
ern scenes of the Revolution, culminating in 
the battle of King’s Mountain. The British 
officer is revealed as a villain, and Lantry’s 
devotion is rewarded. The restraint of this 
historical novel is a relief after the lurid style 
ot some recent ones, but the narration of small 
skirmishes seems lacking in a central drama, 
except the romance in the background. 


Chase, Mary Ellen. The plum tree. Mac- 
millan, $2. October 11. 


This novelette. hardly more than a long short 
story, is a delightful little tale of a day in 
an old ladies’ home run by two kindly nurses. 
They are distressed because three of their 
charges have developed phobias: one insists 
on leaving for her long vanished home, one 
knows she is to die at four o'clock and an- 
other is determined to kill someone at four 
o'clock. To reassure the other old women 
there is an extravagant gala meal which the 
nurses can hardly afford, then the three are 
inveigled into attending a tea party, and when 
the car comes to take them to the insane 
asylum, they accept the chance of a ride. One 
nurse’s hard-won bravery, her tender under- 
standing and gaiety save the story from mor- 
bidity and make it very human. 


Gallico, Paul. The lonely. Knopf, $2.50. 
September 19. 


Patches was in love with the handsome 
American airman so she went to Scotland 
with him when he was grounded by the 
flight surgeon. Although Jerry told Patches 
frankly that he was engaged to a girl at home 
and that this lark was to be limited to his 
two weeks’ leave he did not take into con- 
sideration that he might fall in love with her. 
Pleasant love story with emotional appeal. 


Terrill, Haidee. The Square. Macmillan, 
$3.50. Tentative date October 4. 


When Lucee graduated from high school she 
went East to her father’s people and the special 
little world of which she had always dreamed. 
The Square was as cosmopolitan and elegant 
as she had pictured it and the families loved 
her as she loved them. Effortlessly she as- 
sumed their code and became its staunchest 
defender. Develops a rich character that 
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maintains its integrity while adjusting to the 
changed conditions brought on by war and 
depression, but the first third of the book is 
too concerned with a superficial manner of 
living and may discourage readers. 


Wilson, Dorothy Clarke. Prince of Egypt. 
Westminster, $3.50. October 31. 


This version of the story of Moses is an en- 
grossing tale of intrigue and adventure which 
will appeal to readers who like historical 
novels, and may offend religious readers who 
do not like factual explanations of miracles. 
Moses is seen as a nonconformist, with an 
inquiring mind and an instinctive sympathy 
for the underdog. When he openly allied 
himself with the Hebrews and discovered 
their traditions, he found his life’s purpose— 
to help his people achieve the free and equal 
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status which was their right as beings made 
in the image of God. Frequent references are 
made to Egyptian history 50 years earlier, the 
period covered by The Egyptian (BOOKLIST 
46:14, S 1 49), a more scholarly and better 
written work. 


Wilson, William Edward. Abe Lincoln of 
Pigeon Creek. Whittlesey, $3. October 17. 


Fictionized account of Lincoln’s boyhood and 
adolescence in Indiana, which makes use of 
some of Herndon’s discredited myths, and in- 
troduces an unrequited first love affair. The 
author has been at some pains to set an accu- 
rate background for the place and period, and 
the setting is more real than the people. Draws 
a touching picture of the relations between 
Lincoln and his stepmother, whom he is shown 
as first resenting, then accepting as a friend 
and finally as a mother.

Hair-raising account of a solo ocean voyage 
undertaken by a young man with more courage 
than common sense. A former merchant marine 
seaman stranded in Panama was determined to 
rejoin his wife in Australia; knowing nothing 
of navigation or sailing except what he had 
read in a book on each, he set out in a 29-foot 
yacht. Two kittens, a stowaway mouse, a 
gannet, and a school of dolphins accompanied 
him halfway, but he was alone during the 
weeks of shipwreck and starvation—experi- 
ences which he describes in ultra-realistic de- 
tail. Natural hazards and inexperience were 
sufficient in themselves to make a dangerous 
voyage, but the young man’s almost incredible 
foolhardiness added so greatly to his difficulties 
that it is a wonder he ever arrived. 


De Kruif, Paul Henry. Life among the 
doctors; in collaboration with Rhea de 
Kruif. Harcourt, $4.75. October 10. 


Tells the stories of several doctors who have 
made remarkable discoveries in recent years, 
or who have used revolutionary methods of 
treating hitherto incurable diseases. All of 
the doctors are what De Kruif calls mavericks 
—men who defy tradition and accordingly 
place themselves in professional jeopardy. Fre- 
quent denunciations express the author’s vio- 
lent antipathy to the conservatism of the 
medical profession, attributed mainly to self- 
interest, and the consequent needless loss of 
human life.

Sufficient autobiographical data is given to 
trace the author’s growing interest in psychic 
phenomena and extra-sensory perception.

All 
were cosmopolitans, some belonged to the 
aristocracy, and the author, now an American 
citizen, married the granddaughter of a queen 
of Greece. 


Counts, George Sylvester and Lodge, 
Nucia P. The country of the blind; the 
Soviet system of mind control. Houghton,

A study of the way in which the Central Com- 
mittee of the All-Union Communist Party 
controls Russian cultural and intellectual life 
by rigid surveillance and direction of litera- 
ture, drama, music, science, and education. 
Quotation of Committee resolutions and direc- 
tives, of apologies and retractions of men who 
have been accused of departing from the party 
line in their creative work, and of other 
speeches and writings, are used as evidence 
of the method by which control is effected, 
particularly since the war. The indictment of 
Soviet procedure concludes, however, with 
recommendations of specific strategy for 
Americans to achieve a free world society.

This survey of inter-American relations is 
chiefly a review of U‘S. influence and attempts 
at domination, although various conferences, 
including that at Bogota in 1948, and their 
results are summarized. The contention is that 
the best U.S. influence would be to foster con- 
ditions, such as a higher standard of living, 
conducive to greater political democracy in 
some of the Latin-American countries. The 
conclusion is a warning that security, how- 
ever, cannot be achieved on a regional or 
hemisphere basis but must be harmonized 
with the plans of the United Nations. 


Quennell, Peter. John Ruskin, the por- 
trait of a prophet. Viking, $3.75. October 
21. 


A well-integrated study of the life, character, 
and works of John Ruskin, in which scholar- 
ship is effectively masked by readability. Be- 
hind the Victorian dignity and the fame of the 
art critic, lecturer, and author, Quennell dis- 
closes a fascinatingly complex nature torn 
between idealistic love and self-love, sweet- 
ness of disposition and assertive pride in 
superiority, moral passion and _ sensuous 
weakness. In the long period of mental break- 
down, when the soaring imagination lost fre- 
quent contact with reality, Ruskin becomes 
for the reader a great tragic figure. 


Stettinius, Edward Reilly. Roosevelt and 
the Russians; ed. by Walter Johnson. 
Doubleday, $4. November 3. 


As Secretary of State, Mr. Stettinius was pres- 
ent at all of the meetings of the Yalta Con- 
ference. Here he makes a good case for the 
theory that Yalta represented an attempt by 
England and the U.S. to determine whether 
long range cooperation with the Soviet Union 
was possible. 


FICTION 


Du Maurier, Daphne. The parasites. Dou- 
bleday, $3. January 3. 


When Maria’s husband stated he wanted a 
divorce, and called her and her half brother 
and half sisters parasites it shocked them into 
a recapitulation of their lives, their own errors 
and their parents’. The elder Delaneys had 
been famous, she as a dancer, he a singer, and 
they led the unreal, migratory lives of artists, 
their children at home in theaters but not in 
schools. The three had each a spark of talent, 
but not the parents’ genius; Maria was an 
actress, riding to success on her name, Niall 
a musician who took the easy way of compos- 
ing catchy tunes, Celia was a frustrated artist 
tied by home cares. The long conversations 
and the flashbacks that reveal their insolent, 
selfish sense of superiority, as well as the 
results of their insecurity, impede any dra- 
matic effect, and the reader feels little real 
sympathy for any character.

He 
examined the living, dissected the dead, stud- 
ied statistics, his mind demanding to know the 
cause of puerperal fever. He found it. The 
doctors were the cause. He himself had caused 
perhaps a thousand deaths. This novel chron- 
icles his fight against the mental and moral 
inertia in the medical world of his time. On 
the whole the author writes with simple di- 
rectness and sincerity. His subject matter is 
absorbing.

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Science Fiction

LONG with the more important 
repercussions of the Atomic Age, 
many librarians are by now well 

acquainted with the growth of interest in 
a seemingly new branch of literature, 
science fiction. Actually there have been 
a few good stories of this genre in every 
century since Shakespeare. Science fiction 
comes to the fore now because it is an 
inevitable product of our time; what cnce 
seemed fantastic has already come to pass. 
It is only natural that people conditioned 
to the modern world of science should be 
attracted by fiction that not only keeps 
pace with present progress but attempts 
to prophesy about the world of tomorrow. 

Science fiction falls under the general 
classification of fantasy, and might be de- 
fined briefly as fiction which concerns it- 
self with imaginary discoveries based on 
acceptable scientific fact or theory, and 
which usually attempts to predict the 
effect of such an invention on mankind. 
past, present, or future. 

In his preface to the anthology The 
Best of Science Fiction, John Campbell 
century since Shakespeare. Science fiction 
categories: prophecy stories, in which the 
author tries to predict the effects of a new 
invention; philosophical stories, in which 
the author presents, in story form, some 
philosophical question, using the medium 
of science fiction simply to set the stage 
for the particular point he wants to dis- 
cuss; adventure science fiction, wherein 
the action and the plot are the main point. 

Obviously, few science fiction stories 
will fit precisely into any narrow category, 
but definitions like those just given may 
help clarify the general pattern of such 
writing for the uninitiated. 

J. O. Bailey’s Pilgrims Through Space 
and Time, Everett F. Bleiler’s The Check- 
list of Fantastic Literature and his forth- 
coming The Guide to Imaginative Liter- 


ature (to be published January 1950) may 
be considered the three major reference 
books in the field. Pilgrims Through Space 
and Time is an informal history of 
scientific romance which outlines the 
chief works from 1817 on and then traces 
the development of the important scientific 
ideas contained therein. The Checklist of 
Fantastic Literature is an inclusive author 
and title bibliography of fantasy, weird 
tales, and science fiction in English. A 
companion volume, The Guide to Imagi- 
native Literature, will describe the con- 
tents of over one thousand 
fantasy. 

The best buys in the field for smaller 
libraries are the anthologies that have 
been appearing since 1946. These serve as 
the best introduction to the genre by pre- 
senting the cream of the science stories 
since about 1925. 

The Best of Science Fiction, edited by 
Groff Conklin, is especially satisfactory. 
The editor has not only picked stories 
from the best-known recent writers such 
as Isaac Asimov, Robert Heinlein, Murray 
Leinster, and John Taine, but has 
thoughtfully divided the contents into 
sections with the following subject head- 
ings: The Atom, The Wonders of the 
Earth, The Superscience of Man, Danger- 
ous Inventions, Adventures in the Fourth 
Dimension, and Outer Space. A Treasury 
of Science Fiction, a more recent volume 
edited by Groff Conklin, includes ad- 
ditional tales classified by the same sub- 
ject headings and, moreover, attempts to 
keep up with the advances of both actual 
science and science fiction by including 
narratives of Far Traveling and the Atom 
and After. 

Adventures in Time and Space, edited 
by Raymond J. Healy and J. Francis 
McComas, is a broad compilation bringing 
together 35 authors whose stories touch 


works of 
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many phases of scientific imagination. 

The Other Side of the Moon contains 
“twenty masterpieces of science fiction” 
selected by the well-known specialist in 
fantastic literature, August Derleth, who 
says in his introduction that these were 
chosen with an eye to recent developments 
and are representative of some of the 
finest writing in the field, supplementing 
his earlier collection Strange Ports of Call. 

The Best Science Fiction Stories: 1949, 
edited by E. F. Bleiler and T. E. Dikty, is 
the latest anthology. The editors are 
planning an annual volume which will 
emphasize craftsmanship and artistry in 
writing and the treatment in fiction of 
progress in contemporary science. 

Novels of science fiction have also made 
their mark in the past few years. Although 
many of them are published by small and 
obscure firms, some of the 30 or 40 titles 
coming out this fall carry the imprint of 
Doubleday, Dutton, Random House, and 
Scribners. Until now the selection of 
novels for libraries has caused little diffi- 
culty, since it has been a matter of ac- 
cepting gratefully the few presentable 
titles which have come on the market. 
Sound policy for future buying is to 
choose those authors who have appeared 
most frequently in the half-dozen good 
anthologies, and whose novels are now 
being given regular trade publication. 

Among the more able writers, Robert 
Heinlein specializes in science fiction 
novels for young people. Rocket Ship 
Galileo takes place in the year 195- and 
tells of three boys who have their own 
experimental rocket laboratory. As an 
outgrowth of their work they are offered 
the job of helping to adapt an obsolete 
rocket ship for the first trip to the moon 
and a chance to go along for the ride. The 
plot is sober and reasonable rather than 
highly imaginative, the style is brisk and 
amusing, and most of the characters are 
well drawn. In Space Cadet, Heinlein 
pictures the world of 2075 and the rigor- 
ous training of young officers of the 
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Space Patrol whose job is the defense of 
the Solar System. Red Planet, Mr. Hein- 
lein’s newest novel, was published in 
October. 

A. E. Van Vogt is a first-rate example 
of the science fiction writer who has 
graduated from publication in pulp 
magazines. His novel The World of A is 
set in a future society that is governed by 
a civil service system (suggesting that of 
classical China) in which advancement is 
secured by an annual examination, di- 
rected by a vast mechanical brain. The 
hero, Gosseyn, is a victim of hypnotically 
induced amnesia. The story follows his 
struggle to recover his identity, and his 
part in a war between a system of science 
and order and newly arisen forces of 
personal ambition, militarism, and dic- 
tatorship. 

A new novel worth noting is Max Ehr- 
lich’s The Big Eye, combining a lively style 
with scientific detail, suspense, and an 
earnest plea for peace. A master astrono- 
mer in charge of the great telescope at 
Palomar discovers a giant asteroid headed 
for the earth. His secret calculations show 
that it will just miss, after causing serious 
disturbances. He calls in other leading 
astronomers to help him perpetrate a 
hoax, trusting that his announcement of 
the end of the world will avert war. 

Another well-presented variation on 
the theme of future security, which inci- 
dentally seems to be a favorite with both 
writers and fans, is The Humanoids by 
Jack Williamson. This story takes place 
in the far future and relates the fight of a 
small group of humans against the 
humanoids, mechanically perfect robots 
who have been created to stop wars and 
save man from himself. The scientific 
background gives the reader some insight 
into advanced physics, mathematics, telep- 
athy, telekinesis, and teleportation. 

The choice of novels and anthologies 
for purchase is limited since many of the 
desirable titles are out of print. In the 
September 3, 1949 issue of Antiquarian 
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NOVEMBER 1, 1949 


Bookman, devoted entirely to science and 
fantasy fiction, there is an excellent check 
list of books in print, including 22 forth- 
coming titles. About 150 titles are listed, 
both fantasy and orthodox science fiction. 
This issue is out of print and must be ob- 
tained from special dealers. 

Of course, every library large or small 
will have some older novels which may be 
regarded as science fiction and which will 
be just as pleasing to many readers as the 
recent product. Some of the works of Jules 
Verne, H. Rider Haggard, H. G. Wells, 
Lord Dunsany, A. Conan Doyle, E. R. 
Eddison, and Karel Capek, along with 
Huxley’s Brave New World and Orwell’s 
Nineteen Eighty-four are examples that 
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come readily to mind, although they do not 
all conform to the strict requirements of 
ardent science fiction fans. However, in 
many cases the science fiction addict can 
be developed into a reader of many kinds 
of imaginative literature. 

The worth-while magazines in the field 
are few in number, so far as literary merit 
is concerned. Astounding Science Fiction, 
edited by John W. Campbell, leads the 
others in this country. It was from earlier 
issues of this magazine that most of the 
stories in the first successful anthologies 
were chosen. A few public libraries are 
already subscribing to this “pulp” mag- 
azine.

Developments are interpreted 
country by country by a radio commentator 
who castigates both Russia and the U. S. and 
the countries in each camp for taking the short 
range view of selfish national interest rather 
than planning and organizing for a united 
world. Forceful, often dramatized writing.

A quaint old-world atmosphere contributes 
much to the charm of this story of a remark- 
able family of singers, as related by the de- 
vout and energetic mother. A twenty-year- 
old girl about to begin her novitiate in an 
Austrian convent, she was loaned as gover- 
ness to the seven motherless children of the 
Baron von Trapp; before the loan was up 
father and children made a joint proposal for 
her hand. It is clear from the subsequent ac- 
count that to the baroness life with the 
Trapps has always been a religious duty as 
well as a warm personal relationship. The 
part singing which she introduced as family 
recreation became the source of livelihood 
when war brought the family to the U.S., and 
in less than 10 years they have become some- 
thing of an institution.

The con- 
centration of problems is somewhat contrived 
but the book provides readable light fiction.

The American Colony, as the group came to 
be known, settled down to communal living 
in Jerusalem, and quickly found themselves 
in demand for all sorts of humanitarian serv- 
ices. In the 60 years that have since elapsed, 
they experienced three wars and many local 
disturbances, endured a 25-year persecution 
at the hands of their own consul, and were 
never at a loss for work. Their long resi- 
dence in Jerusalem, their relationships with 
Arabs, Jews, and European diplomats have 
provided the author with a wealth of colorful 
memories.

The characters sustain 
the story’s interest. A loosely constructed plot 
and an abrupt ending are its main defects.

Belle 
and her comfortable fortune soon became 
Gil’s property, and everything seemed to be 
working out perfectly until he fell in love 
with Joan Price, possibly the only woman on 
earth as corrupt as he was. Not a mystery 
story, but a gripping narrative in which some 
thoroughly unpleasant but perfectly realized 
characters reap their just reward.

In answer to the prejudicial treatment allotted 
to a minority group, a Polish community in 
an unidentified American city has become in- 
troverted; it clings desperately to its foreign- 
ness, to the old folkways and especially the 
superstitions. Of all the young people, only 
Steve Kowalski tries to move with the pre- 
sent. An unprecedented appointment to the 
police force, a tribute to his war record, gives 
him the opportunity to prove that a Pole, like 
anyone else, can be accepted on his merits. 
The antagonism of his colleagues yields be- 
fore evidence of Steve’s integrity, but real 
trouble springs from the attitude of his own 
people, who resent any breach in the protec- 
tive wall they have thrown up around them- 
selves. The characters are so real that readers 
will find themselves greatly concerned about 
their several fates.

The papers signed by the Nazi, von Kenelm, 
left no doubt of his guilt; he was hanged. 
But sometime during the preparation of evi- 
dence, Wallis, the English lawyer, had exper- 
ienced a lightning flash of self-revelation. 
When Kenelm lay dead in the Palace of Jus- 
tice jail, Wallis committed suicide. In Eternity 
the link that joined them held. Von Kenelm 
had treated people as if they were two- 
dimensional shadows on a wall—they were, 
to him. But so had Wallis. Now he relives 
in memory all the amours of his life and sees 
himself and the women he “loved” with ter- 
rible clarity of conscience that constitutes his 
Hell. If the author were not a man of insights 
worth sharing, this modern fragment of divine 
comedy would be intolerable. But whether 
the reader is an orthodox believer or an ag- 
nostic, Anthony West has something to com- 
municate, something worthy of consideration.

U.S. Hours and the ages. 
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U.S. Commission on Organization of the Ex- 
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Mental Health Is For All

ENTAL health is the business of 
everyone. While treatment of 
the mentally ill is properly left 


in the hands of the psychiatrists, it is 
recognized more and more that the pre- 
vention of illness and the building of 
mental health has to be done by those 
close to the roots of life—that parents are 
the number one builders of mental health, 
and their chief assistants are their fellow 
citizens in the professions which are close 
to the people; namely, teachers, nurses, 
physicians, and clergymen. 

This growing interest on the part of a 
wide public is clearly reflected in the 
large number of books in the field of 
mental health. In 1948-1949 well over one 
hundred have been published which bid 
for the attention of lay readers. It is 
difficult to choose from this long list a 
smaller number of the most popular. It 
is doubtful if any two authorities would 
select the same list. The criteria for the 
present writer’s choices are soundness of 
ideas, the simplicity and clarity with 
which they are set forth, and the gen- 
eral appropriateness of the book for lay 
readers, 

One book that is rapidly rising in popu- 
larity is The Mature Mind, by Harry A. 
Overstreet. Its popularity may in part 
spring from the fact that many authors 
have been pointing to our mental and 
emotional immaturity as the primary 
source of both our personal and our large 
social problems. The book critically ana- 
lyzes the current stream of life and makes 
a good case for the contributions which 
our mass media of communication make 
to continued immaturities and infantilisms. 

Several books trace the mental hygiene 
developments during World War II and 
indicate ways in which the mental health 
lessons of the war period may be applied 
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in more normal times. Rennie and Wood- 
ward’s Mental Health in Modern Society 
opens with a wartime perspective but 
quickly moves on to a survey of the total 
mental health problems with which we are 
faced, and indicates the contributions 
which can be made by the various profes- 
sions: psychiatrists, general physicians, 
social workers, psychologists, clergymen, 
industrial counselors, and, most signifi- 
cantly, by the school and family. The 
chapter on “Mental Hygiene of Family 
Living” describes concretely how whole- 
some personality develops, and what role 
parents play in bringing this about. The 
final chapter is a realistic discussion of the 
broad social problems which will have to 
be dealt with effectively before individuals 
will have full opportunity to develop and 
maintain mental health. 

You and Psychiatry by William Men- 
ninger and Munro Leaf brings to the 
reader the gist of psychoanalytical under- 
standing of human nature and behavior, 
in nine brief chapters. While the style is 
simple and attractive, it uses more techni- 
cal terms than are usual in a popular 
book, perhaps by design, to acquaint read- 
ers with the terminology. The final chap- 
ter on “The Application to You” has some 
valuable suggestions which the reader can 
apply in his own situation. 

Hinsie in his Understandable Psychiatry 
has succeeded in getting out of the class- 
room and presenting the fundamentals of 
psychiatric understanding in simple, read- 
able terms. The role of feelings in sick- 
ness and in health, the need of the in- 
dividual for adding up the whole of his 
life, the part played by instinctual im- 
pulses, and the various “mental mecha- 
nisms” which all of us use to some extent 
are well described. The latter part of the 
book deals with the various forms of 
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mental and emotional illness and suggests 
the general lines of treatment and the 
likely results. 

Readers who are curious to know what 
psychoanalysis is all about will find Eidel- 
berg’s Take Off Your Mask a good eye- 
opener. It consists of seven case stories 
of people in the process of analysis. One 
of these describes a training analysis in a 
way to make clear what psychoanalysts 
have to go through before they can qualify 
for practice. The book is easy reading. 

Twenty or more books have appeared 
which address themselves primarily to 
parents. One of those is Benedict and 
Franklin’s The Happy Home; a Guide for 
Family Living. It discusses life within the 
home, the family’s widening horizons, 
growth through creative art and physical 
and emotional development, the family in 
its cultural and community setting, and 
ways of using outside resources for educa- 
tion of parents and children alike. There 
is an excellent list of books on things for 
parents and children to do together, and 
also books on a wide range of subjects of 
interest to children of different ages. 

Another book which describes ways of 
building wholesome, congenial relations 
between parents and children is Gross- 
man’s Life With Family. Mrs. Grossman, 
who is well known in the field of child 
study and as a popular author, portrays 
the secrets of her own family, with frank- 
ness and simplicity, though it would not 
be surprising if problems in family living 
appear less difficult in restrospect than 
they were when they were lived through. 
That the book is something of a success 
story is all to the good in an age when 
parents are too often put on the spot. 

Parents who, through the past 10 years, 
have formed a habit of looking first at 
Catherine Mackenzie’s “Parent and Child” 
column in the Sunday Magazine of the 
New York Times, and also many new 
readers, will welcome this book by the 
same title, which is a compilation of Miss 
Mackenzie’s columns selected by Law- 
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rence K. Frank. It is not pointedly a 
“how-to” book, though it is filled with 
psychological insights and practical hints. 
Its tone is reassuring and throughout re- 
veals a respect for the integrity and 
uniqueness of the individual child and 
parent. While Miss Mackenzie has gleaned 
her wisdom from numerous persons and 
written sources, it all has the stamp of her 
own attractive style. The bibliography 
covers a large variety of subjects, includ- 
ing numerous references to excellent but 
little-known studies about children. 

Another readable book with a positive 
tone for parents is Dreikurs’ The Chal- 
lenge of Parenthood. The first part of the 
book deals with the psychological back- 
ground of both parents and children. The 
second major portion of the book discusses 
methods of child training, describing both 
effective and unwise methods, as well as 
special situations that are particularly 
conducive to successful training. In the 
latter part of the book the more common 
problems and difficulties are dealt with in 
terms of probable motivation, with sug- 
gestions about how to deal with them. The 
job of being a parent is pictured as an 
interesting and challenging one rather 
than as a succession of burdensome chores. 

The last two years have also brought 
forth several books on marriage, most of 
them appealing to the interests of engaged 
couples and other young adults. Another 
half-dozen books, stimulated perhaps by 
Kinsey’s Sexual Behavior in the Human 
Male, are devoted to sex education and 
counseling which, in view of our cultural 
taboos, are particularly significant for 
mental health. 

Stokes’s Modern Pattern for Marriage is 
a straightforward, realistic discussion of 
marriage with major place being given to 
the sex side, but with an appreciation of 
the many personality factors and social 
aspects of marriage. It contains no roman- 
tic padding and therefore packs into its 
180 pages much needed and helpful in- 
formation and some good viewpoints on 
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family relations. It is born of the author’s 
many years of experience in professional 
counseling with married couples and with 
young people. 

Professor Magoun’s Love and Marriage 
emphasizes the personality of the mates 
and their interpersonal relations. He 
stresses the importance of developing 
emotional maturity and shows how it 
works in love and marriage. In giving 
an account of the basic adjustments in 
marriage, it presents a concise and clear 
statement of the principles of mental 
hygiene and sound human relations. 

Another group of 15 or more books is 
addressed to youth or designed to help 
their elders understand them. Well re- 
ceived by adolescents and young adults is 
Crawford and Woodward’s Better Ways 
of Growing Up. It is basically a book on 
psychology and mental hygiene for teen 
agers and is addressed specifically to 
them. It has 18 full-page pictures and 
contains 40 self-quizzes which give the 
young people a chance to rate themselves 
in various ways. By their own testimony 
they then are better able to make con- 
structive use of the rest of the text. It is 
well adapted for the teen agers’ own read- 
ing but also may be used effectively as a 
basis for group discussion. While not writ- 
ten for parents, it is being used by many 
to increase their understanding of their 
teen-age boys and girls. 

Bonaro Overstreet’s How to Think 
About Ourselves, while not intended ex- 
clusively for young people, is probably of 
greatest interest to them. It is a popular 
philosophical discussion of our most com- 
mon problems, and ways in which people 
can achieve satisfaction. It recognizes the 
need of people to add life up into a mean- 
ingful whole and is particularly interest- 
ing and helpful for students or others who 
are in the process of evolving a workable 
philosophy. 

A significant book on sex education is 
Whitman’s Let’s Tell the Truth About 
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Sex. The author is a well-known writer 
for popular magazines. The book shows 
unusual appreciation of the emotional dif- 
ficulties which most parents have in the 
sex education of their children. Other 
merits are the use of scientific terms with 
clear and emotionally acceptable explana- 
tions, the arrangement of material by age 
groups, and the many illustrations of how 
children of all ages can be told the facts 
and helped to form sound and wholesome 
attitudes. 

Mrs. Strain’s The Normal Sex Interests 
of Children contains a fairly extensive 
compilation of actual observations of chil- 
dren’s sex interests, classified by age 
groups, and devotes one chapter each on 
interpretation of these interests at the 
various ages. The book gives a firm 
factual basis for building a sex education 
program for either home or school. It 
should be helpful to all who are en- 
deavoring to help children get sound in- 
formation and delevop healthy attitudes. 

A new edition in this field is Roy 
Dickerson’s So Youth May Know. It con- 
tains some new material on scientific dis- 
coveries about sex hormones and the 
newer knowledge of sex psychology. 
Material dealing with venereal diseases 
and with masturbation have been placed 
in the appendixes so that the main focus 
is more on social and emotional aspects. 

There have been several new editions of 
major works in mental hygiene. Outstand- 
ing among these is Beers’s A Mind That 
Found Itself. A concise up-to-date his- 
tory of the mental hygiene movement has 
been added in a new supplement of 48 
pages. Deutsch’s The Mentally Ill in 
America also has a new edition. Statistics 
have been brought up to date; the chapter 
on institutional care contains accounts of 
the newest scientific and therapeutic de- 
velopments and there is a new chapter on 
experience of World War II and the appli- 
cation of what was then learned to the 
care of the mentally ill.

A terse report by the U.S. Ambassador to 
Russia from March 1946 to March 1949. He 
surveys briefly Soviet industry and agricul- 
ture, religion, police methods, labor camps, 
and the cultural purge. On the diplomatic 
front he appraises frankly the Yugoslav situa- 
tion and our stake in it, sketches his impres- 
sions of the Politburo policies, personalities, 
and their relative importance, reports either 
verbatim or with detailed summaries the Mos- 
cow conference, the “war of words,’ and 
the conversations on the Berlin blockade. 
Throughout he reiterates Russian devotion to 
Lenin’s messianic doctrine of world com- 
munism plus the dangerous and historic Rus- 
sian characteristic of eel-like expediency. 
Finally he analyzes the possibility of war, urg- 
ing the preventive of preparedness coupled 
with a firm belief in our conception of free- 
dom, resulting in acceptance of responsibility 
for world leadership and a continuing policy 
of firmness. Serialized in the New York Times 
and in shorter form in the Saturday Evening 
Post. 


Tharp, Louise (Hall). The Peabody sisters 
of Salem.

The Peabody sisters were interesting indi- 
viduals themselves but of greater importance 
in their story was their association with the 
literary and educational leaders of nineteenth- 
century New England. In this account all these 
personages are treated with the intimacy of a 
respectable gossip column. Elizabeth, the old- 
est sister and the indomitable educator, is ad- 
mired for her unfailing vitality, Mary is 
appreciated for her calm steadiness as well as 
for her role as Horace Mann’s second wife, 
but Mrs. Tharp is partial to the delicate 
Sophia, the youngest, who became the wife 
of Nathaniel Hawthorne.

Outwardly Garnet was as demure as any 
well-brought-up young lady in New York in 
1845, but her adventurous soul rebelled at the 
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prospect of living decorously for a whole life- 
time. When Oliver Hale proposed a combina- 
tion honeymoon and trading trip to the fab- 
ulous and almost unknown land of California, 
Garnet accepted eagerly. She had a gift for 
making friends, and the two who stood her in 
the greatest stead after Oliver’s death were 
his partner John Ives and Florinda, the no- 
torious dance-hall girl with a heart of gold. 
A long but colorful novel which re-creates 
vividly the arduous journey over the Santa Fe 
trail and the crudeness of the early California 
settlements.

A group of strangers meet in New Orleans, 
all bound for Guatemala and assigned to a 
chartered night plane. One is a frightened 
man who is fighting his fear, another is an ex- 
marine haunted by an imagined responsibility 
for a friend’s death in the war; there are two 
couples, one looking back at 50 years of mar- 
ried life, the other on their honeymoon, un- 
certain of their future happiness, and there is 
a prim New England teacher. The end is easily 
foreseen, the only question is which ones 
will survive. When most of them are saved 
by the pilot and the marine, lives are changed 
and personal conflicts resolved. Well written; 
the characters and their doubts and uncer- 
tainties are believable. 


Godden, Rumer. A breath of air. Viking, 
$3. February or March. 


After the first world war a titled Scotsman, 
desolate after his wife’s death and defrauded 
of his heritage, took his small daughter to a 
Pacific island and became its despot. His rule 
was kindly and the island prospered, but he 
refused all contact with the rest of the world 
and locked up his mail unread. Then, when 
his daughter was grown and educated and her 
curiosity aroused by reading forbidden papers, 
two young aviators were forced down near 
the island, and its isolation ended. Its master 
answered the call of duty from his family 
estate, a new life opened for the eager girl, 
and the island was to be returned to the 
natives and the inevitable encroachment of 
civilization.

A detailed, analytical story of the develop- 
ment of an unwanted child, slowly accepting 
the implications of her unloved state, her 
loneliness, and her unattractive appearance, 
making her own life, and finally freeing her- 
self from the domination of her beautiful 
mother when she too has become lovely, so- 
phisticated, and cold. From childhood she 
loved a man her mother’s age, after her 
father’s suicide she saw her mother and two 
other women compete for him, and saw him 
married; he formed her taste and gave her 
assurance, but her unhappy life included 
scandal, an unsuccessful marriage, and a 
futile attempt to find release in drink. The 
scene is New York from the ’20’s on, the 
writing is careful and competent rather than 
inspired, and the book is for the sophisticated 
reader. 


Jenkins, Sara. The lost lamp. Crowell, 
Price not available. March 27. 


As in We gather together (Booxk.ist 44:374, 
J1 15 48) the author draws on her recollections 
of Methodist ministers and their families for 
a pleasant story. On his graduation from theo- 
logical school, George Winfree had received 
the plum of the Georgia conference’s appoint- 
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ments; 15 years later successive demotions had 
put him at the bottom of the ladder, all be- 
cause of an appalling lack of tact. The kind- 
ness and understanding that made Winfree a 
perfect husband and father failed him at 
critical times with his congregations, but the 
reason eluded him until a series of crises and 
his daughter Hannah’s childish comments 
brought enlightenment. Good characteriza- 
tions, particularly of the plump and gap- 
toothed eight-year-old Hannah. 


Jennings, John Edward. The sea eagles. 
Doubleday, $3. February 16. 


A robust story of adventure on land and sea 
during the American revolution. While await- 
ing passage home, Joshua Barney of Balti- 
more meets Kenny Boyle in Dublin; each 
helps the other out of a tight spot and they 
become fast friends. Together they enter the 
new American navy, but the first engage- 
ment at sea sends them separate ways, and 
between them the two young men participate 
in practically every major naval event of the 
war. Between voyages and experiences in 
naval prisons, Joshua finds happiness with 
his lovely bride Ann, but Kenny’s love for 
Barbary suffers many obstacles and delays. 
Except for the brief appearance of a self- 
sacrificing prostitute, this is an unobjection- 
able story of love and war.

Two were underprivileged, 
problem children, the third was a polio crip- 
ple. They were not adopted; the author gives 
her reasons for taking foster children without 
adoption and tells foster parents what to ex- 
pect in the throes of adjustment. Hers was 
a happy, tumultuous family, living robustly 
in a primitive cottage near the seashore each 
summer, with pets, boats, and joint responsi- 
bilities. The shared family discipline, and the 
psychology of adjustment, under wise, tolerant 
parents have genuine value. The fun and 
gusto of living are reminiscent of Cheaper 
by the dozen.

During the night and day that Chris Mathers 
combs Richmond for his brother Lacy, he re- 
calls the countless times the search has been 
repeated; his recollections tell the story of 
Lacy’s progressive mental and moral break- 
down, and the disastrous consequences to the 
Mathers family. The present hunt for Lacy re- 
cedes into the background as Chris (and the 
reader) concentrate on the problem of malad- 
justment: is it society or inherent weaknesses 
that produces psychopaths like Lacy, whose 
responsibility are they, and what is to be done 
about them? No conclusive answers come out 
of Chris’s tortured memories, but the reader is 
left with impressions of false pride, sentimen- 
tal weakness, official brutality or indifference, 
unenlightened treatment or mistreatment of 
mental illness, and shirking of responsibilities 
by courts and state institutions.

A labor dispute that began when the union 
demanded overtime pay for a bus driver is 
the background of this novel, but it is the 
effect on several couples rather than the dis- 
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pute that makes the story—the bus driver, 
the union’s business agent, who was an am- 
bitious man, nervous about his wife’s com- 
munist membership, the college professor on 
the arbitration board, and the chairman of 
the board, a self-made man and an able 
lawyer, suffering from a frustrated, repressed 
personal life. Problems of conscience, am- 
bition, and loyalty are clearly focused, in 
economical writing. The chairman’s week end 
with a labor attorney’s assistant, and the 
threat of scandal, brings unseen pressure into 
the open, and forces decisions.

In the last weeks of the war in Italy Snowy, 
a Cockney truck driver, secures a few days’ 
leave to visit the grave of his mate Shiner, 
killed when Rosie, the truck, struck a mine. 
Snowy, fresh from hospital, hopes to make the 
trip alone in the beloved, patched-up truck, 
but first a new mate, a Lancashire man, is 
thrust on him; as the two travel southward 
they pick up an American AWOL, an Ameri- 
can-born Italian princess, a group. of 
stranded, impoverished university professors 
with their families, give material aid to a 
whole village, help break up a gang of black- 
marketeering thieves, and encounter so many 
other adventures that the simple pilgrimage 
becomes an odyssey. Snowy and the princess 
are attracted to each other, but Snowy’s deep 
love for his wife prevents any serious conse- 
quences. Good dialog and characterization 
and a humane appeal may bring comparison 
with Hersey’s Bell for Adano. 


Ran- 
dom, $3.50. January 30. 


Philip Stewart, cynical, modern, night-club 
habitué, his sanity threatened by a pressur- 
ized life as a film editor, seeks his “ancestor” 
—the child who preceded the man of forty. 
Through the psychiatrist Ermenthal his re- 
habilitation begins, furthered by a visit to the 
lonely Pacific coastal island where Philip’s 
radical father Tom has found solitude and 
wisdom. Slowly, jerkily, there is recon- 
structed in the lives of both Tom and Philip a 
recurring pattern of childish shame and 
father hate. With increased understanding 
and growing love for his father, the friendship 
of an unorthodox pair of lovers—painter and 
anthropologist—and tthe  island’s natural 
peace, Philip begins to collect his scattered 
life. There is no happy ending, only a promise 
of greater understanding. The writing is 


poetic, the plot, for all its occupation with 
mental processes, has considerable variety 
and drive.

Aware of his inability to cope with life's 
problems, Mr. Digby hurries to India with his 
fourteen-year-old daughter Teresa when his 
estranged wife wishes to claim her. Instead of 
finding security with his elder daughter Ruth, 
he finds her marriage unstable because of her 
crippled emotions. Mr. Digby dies of a heart 
attack, Ruth is killed in an accident, Teresa 
feels that she has ended her struggle for 
complete realization now that she is free of 
isolation and loneliness, free of adults whose 
moods she can sense but never understand. 
She is happy with her likable brother-in-law 
on a tea plantation. Skillful handling of 
characters, especially the maturing adolescent. 


Vidal, Gore. A search for the king, a 12th 
century legend. Dutton, $3. January 16. 


After Richard the Lionheart’s capture by the 
jealous Duke Leopold of Austria, legend tells 
us his court troubadour Blondel searched for 
and found him, then traveled to England 
where he used his influence in securing the 
king’s ransom. This is an embroidered 
picaresque of the friendship between king 
and troubadour, the search, Blondel’s friend- 
ship with a young squire, and the battle and 
victory over Prince John at Nottingham. All 
the elements of medieval life and superstition 
are here, told with a twentieth-century rea- 
sonableness. Werewolves, giants, and vam- 
pires are unusual, or at the most perverted, 
humans. Blondel sings whenever possible for 
nobles, peasants, and merchants, is seduced 
by an aging and determined lady, and in turn 
wins a young peasant girl, but discourses 
learnedly on the relativeness of good and evil, 
the dogmatic church, and lust and love. Al- 
legory can easily be read into the story, but if 
the reader is wary of deeper meanings, the 
adventure in itself is intriguing, the touch 
delicately humorous.

After a chance encounter with his boyhood 
chum Pershing Williams, Joe, the narrator, 
tells himself that he has just met a living dead 
man. Years before, as a boy of thirteen, Joe 
had seen the sixteen-year-old Pershing lose 
first his illusions and then his innocence, as 
his mother went off with the family doctor, 
his middle-aged father married young and 
oversexed Rosella, and the girl amused her- 
self by seducing her stepson. In the light of 
maturity Joe compassionately interprets the 
events he had only dimly comprehended in 
his inexperience, and his mood of hopeless 
sorrow emphasizes the spiritual death that 
has overtaken Pershing,

Baldwin, Monica. I leap over the wall. 
Rinehart, $3.50. January 26. 


In 1914 the author entered a convent, spent 
28 years there in the strictest seclusion, 
gradually reached the conviction that she had 
become a nun through mistaken motives, se- 
cured her release, and emerged into wartime 
England in 1941. This unusual book is the ac- 
count of her difficult adjustment to life out- 
side the convent, and her rediscovery of a 
world which had altered almost beyond recog- 
nition in the years of her withdrawal. Ob- 
servations on commonplace details, strange 
and interesting when seen through her eyes, 
are interspersed with disquisitions on the 
religious life, which still appears to be her 
idea of the highest earthly existence, even 
though it is not for her. 


Churchill, Winston Leonard Spencer. 
Painting as a pastime. Whittlesey, $2.50. 
February 10. 


This essay on the joys and satisfactions of 
painting in oil as a hobby is reprinted from 
Mr. Churchill’s Amid these storms (BOOKLIST 
29:178, F 33) and is illustrated with small 
color reproductions of 18 of his paintings. 
Published in this form in England in 1948. 


Drury, Aubrey. How to retire to Califor- 
nia. Harper, $2.50. January 18. 


Surveys different sections of the state and 
lists many cities and towns, with data on cli- 
mate, scenery, possibilities of supplementing 
income, and recreation. Chapters on agricul- 
ture, home owning, and trailer living, with 
sources of further information. Data is sug- 
gestive, rather than comprehensive. Only end- 
paper maps. 


Howley, Frank. Berlin command. Put- 
nam, $3.50. January 20. 


The book is best described by the title that 
was used for its serialization in Collier’s: My 
4-year war with the reds. From the initial 
entry of the American detail for administra- 
tion of the U.S. sector of Berlin through the 
blockade and airlift of 1948-1949, General 
Howley’s major problem of administration, as 
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he tells it here, was meeting, overcoming, 
circumventing, and sometimes yielding to 
Russian obstruction. The success of the air- 
lift alleviated somewhat General Howley’s 
anger and he sees in this operation a test of 
the West’s relations with Russia. 


Maclver, Robert Morrison. The ramparts 
we guard. Macmillan, $3. February. 


A sober restatement of the principles of de- 
mocracy: a political system (not only a creed) 
that harnesses the overruling power of the 
government to the will of the people, guar- 
anteeing equality of opportunity and civil 
rights. There is a comparison of the values 
of a democracy with those of other forms of 
government, a reminder that it must be both 
responsible in executing ideals and responsive 
to change, a warning against present dangers 
of apathy and misinterpretation as well as 
contagion and attack by totalitarianism. Notes 
and comments at the end amplify points in the 
text. Thought-provoking, though some of the 
arguments are not carried far enough to be 
entirely without loopholes for the opposite 
camp. 


McKenney, Ruth. Love story. Harcourt, 
$3. February 10. 


Not all sweetness and light, but a mixture of 
quarrels and hard times, love and opulence 
make up this story of a responsible, united 
family life built upon mutual respect and deep 
affection. The experiences of carrying on a 
career and being a wife, writing books and 
raising children. being an active radical and 
a published author are combined with more 
tales similar to those of My sister Eileen in a 
style sometimes exaggeratedly humorous but 
always zestful and understanding. 


Robertson, Archibald Thomas. That old- 
time religion. Houghton, $3. February 21. 


With a sympathetic feeling for the old-time 
religion, “traditional Protestant Christianity 

but first of all a personal religion,” 
the author traveled over the US. visiting 
churches of many denominations—Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, Methodist, Baptist, the Great I Am 
Temple. Beginning with early American 
history he traces several sects through many 
changes and separations to the contemporary 
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church. He finds that freedom and faith in 
the hearts of the American people cross 
church and political barriers, and the old- 
time religion seems to satisfy the needs of 
most Americans. 


Tallant, Robert. The romantic New Or- 
leanians. 1950. Dutton, $4.50. January 23. 


This latest addition to the Society in America 
series comes closest to the tone set by Amory’s 
The Proper Bostonians (BooKList 44:88, N 1 
47) which initiated the series. With amuse- 
ment, admiration, and affection it lives up to 
the title, as it relates the chivalric legends of 
dons, chevaliers, and ladies, and their more 
modern equivalents. This is the city in which 
birth and tradition are all-important, where 
the Creoles devotedly guard the picturesque 
inheritances from their Spanish and French 
forebears, where the incoming American 
elements appropriate and embellish the old 
traditions. 


Thane, Elswyth. The reluctant farmer. 
Duell, Sloan & Pearce, $2.50. January. 


Dropping her initial superciliousness toward 
city people who discovered the country—and 
an old farmhouse—and then wrote a book 
about it, this novelist, wife of the naturalist 
William Beebe, has now written about her 
own farmhouse. The old Vermont farm was 
purchased for a vacation spot, and was 
gradually rehabilitated, with the usual diffi- 
culties about heating, lighting, and bath- 
rooms; the making of maple sirup became 
pleasantly profitable. Part of the book is the 
history of Chee-Wee, subject of The bird who 
made good (1947. 9-6lp. Duell, Sloan & 
Pearce, $2. 47-11008) and other bird found- 
lings. Attractive drawings. 


Williams, Eric. The wooden horse. Har- 
per, $2.75. January 18. 


The escape story—ostensibly true—of three 
British prisoners of war. Under cover of a 
wooden vaulting horse the men dig a tunnel 
under the wires of the German prison camp, 
escape by train to a Baltic town, and aided 
by the Danish resistance reach neutral 
Sweden and, finally, England. The terse fic- 
tional style, its tension relieved by natural 
humor, is well suited to the story. The char- 
acterization of the two chief escapees, the 
amazing picture of cooperation among the 
camp prisoners, and the projection of the cold 
nagging fear of detection in the trip across 
Germany are the most successful parts of a 
wholly engrossing tale.

The 
hero, Roger Frome, is a moody, passionate 
lad with the makings of a rebel, but political 
matters are touched on lightly and the story 
here is chiefly of the personal associations 
that influenced his formative years. Dominant 
were warmhearted, ribald cousin Will and 
Aunt Sally who operated the town bakery, 
and a girl whom Roger loves when he reaches 
maturity. The details of their relationship are 
described quite frankly. The account ends 
with Roger’s departure on a sea voyage in 
search of an environment more suited to his 
nature, and it leaves the reader with the feel- 
ing that a sequel is in order.

When his father died Andrew Collier gave up 
a congenial life in New York to take over the 
family business he hated. By the time he was 
forty, he had achieved financial success and 
a happy marriage, but he still felt that he had 
made a great sacrifice; it seemed to him that, 
of all his immediate circle, he alone was not 
living the life he would have chosen. A visit 
from his brother-in-law’s fiancée increased 
his distress, because the girl’s selfishness shed 
an unflattering light on his own. His cure 
was completed when he learned that his wife 
had achieved her serene contentment after a 
shattering early disappointment. 


Dodge, Constance (Woodbury). The un- 
relenting, a novel of suspense. Doubleday, 
$2.75. January 19. 


Suspense that is well built up, the uncanny 
atmosphere of an old house where vindictive 
hate still lives on and a woman’s slow reali- 
zation that her voluntary isolation is a mis- 
take, make a holding story of New England. 
Rhoda, a teacher who harbors deep resent- 
ment against a selfish mother who prevented 
her marriage, finds herself publicly con- 
demned when, after her unfeeling discipline 
refused to condone a pupil’s petty thievery, 
the boy commits suicide. She retreats to the 
old house she had inherited, falls in love with 
it, and scoffs at its reputation of being 
haunted. With the minister’s help she un- 
earths the history of an old feud involving 
her ancestors, then unwittingly gives shelter 
to another descendant of the long-dead antag- 
onists, also a refugee, and together they find 
courage to face life.

The morning of her tenth wedding anniver- 
sary found Faith Millet a happy woman, satis- 
fied with her husband and daughter and her 
position as a prosperous, sophisticated New 
York matron, with only an occasional wonder 
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about her purpose in life. Then her self- 
satisfaction was succeeded by chagrin and 
bitterness when she learned her husband had 
a son by another woman, the son Faith had 
never given him. At the same time her former 
lover appeared, to offer his love and the thrill 
of European life. Talking with her child’s 
teacher, her mother-in-law, a girlhood friend, 
and some scandalmongers she won some per- 
spective on her past life and her husband’s, 
faced responsibility, and at the end of the day 
knew her marriage was stable if she made it 
so. Superficial; suitable for rental collections.

As in Miss Pym disposes (Booktist 44: 313, 
My 15 48) there is mystery here, and a hint 
of violence that in the end comes into the 
open as murder. The scene is an English 
country home owned by the orphaned Ashby 
children and managed for them by their aunt, 
who has made a success of the horses she 
bred and exhibited. Simon, charming and 
spoiled, is about to take over as he comes of 
age, when a well-ccached impcstor arrives 
and claims to be the elder brother who had 
disappeared eight years before, leaving a 
suicide note. The family resemblance and his 
familiarity with the home deceive most of the 
family, but in spite of his fraudulent claim 
Brat is a man of conscience; he falls in love 
with the family and the horses and solves the 
mystery no one else had suspected. Likable 
characters add to the appeal of the mystery.

Thirza Gare, born in the early nineteenth 
century in a Scottish fishing village, was

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desperately poor, but gifted with determina- 
tion and ambition. She persuaded a former 
schoolteacher, now drinking himself to death, 
to tutor her; she went into service in a 
wealthy household and learned gentle ways; 
and she forced her way into a fish curing 
firm’s office and learned the business, then 
married the elderly owner. She was beautiful, 
successful, and hard, but greed was her 
nemesis, for she took a swashbuckling sea 
captain as her partner in smuggling, and as 
her lover, and the law caught up with her. 
Good reading; the clandestine lover is the 
only feature that could be objectionable in a 
better than average histcrical novel.

A strange story of the Ashburns and Elliots, 
two English families living in Africa. There 
had been two Ashburn sons and the one Elliot 
daughter was loved by both of them. The 
story is told by Dan Ashburn, a wild creature 
who has spells of homicidal mania, and is 
intimate with the Zulu natives. Gradually he 
reveals his crimes, and the insane jealousy 
that ruined several lives. Macabre, but hold- 
ing. 


Scowcroft, Richard. First family. Hough- 
ton, $3.50.

Satisfactory reading for those who enjoy the 
homely details of life in a prosperous, middle- 
class family. The older Gannon children had 
all the comforts an indulgent father could 
provide; after his death the 1929 crash threw 
the younger ones on their own resources, 
and the small-town prestige based on posses- 
sions was gone. An unexciting but lifelike 
picture of well-differentiated characters, with 
their very human virtues and failings, pro- 
gressing from childhood to maturity.

All of MacGregor’s values 
are in direct opposition to Essex’s, but it takes 
the young man some time to make up his 
mind to put aside his scientific detachment 
toward political questions; when he decides 
to fight Essex he bungles it because of his 
pig-headedness, irascibility, and unreason- 
ableness.

Sums up the progress of the cold war from the 
point where the author left it in his Struggle 
for the world (Book.ist 43:267, My 1 47). 
Considers that gains and losses on each side 
have maintained the status quo; that while 
Russia can claim more favorable incidents, the 
over-all trend has been against communism. 
Sees American foreign policy as unrealistic, 
unwilling to face issues or make decisions, but 
tending of late to toughen up in dealing with 
Russia. Concludes that the U.S. will eventually 
summon the will to win, which will be the 
determining factor in the defeat of com- 
munism. A curiously ineffective presentation. 


Chute, Marchette Gaylord. Shakespeare of 
London. Dutton, $4. March 27. 


A fresh retelling of Shakespeare’s life, recon- 
structed from documentary evidence and a 
sound knowledge of Shakespeare’s England. 
Does not attempt, in the manner of many emi- 
nent scholars, to force the evidence to fit some 
preconceived theory, but draws reasonable 
conclusions in accordance with known facts 
about the customs, mores, and attitudes of the 
times. The author’s Shakespeare is a young 
man of talent, who made good at a congenial 
occupation at a time when the political and 
cultural atmosphere was conducive to the de- 
velopment of literary and dramatic talent. En- 
joyable reading. 


Infeld, Leopold. Albert Einstein. Scribner, 
$2. February 20. 


Comparatively simplified, condensed explana- 
tion of Einstein’s theory of relativity and 
quantum theory and his contributions to 
physics. The language is nontechnical but the 
book is not a primer; it will be useful for the 
intelligent but nonscientific reader. 


Lincoln, Abraham. The Lincoln encyclo- 
pedia; comp. and ed. by Arthur H. Shaw. 
10% in. Macmillan, $6.50. February 7. 


Short quotations from Lincoln’s speeches and 
writings are arranged by subject for ready 
reference use.

The two couples were congenial, 
their children shared the back-yard play- 
ground, and the men, in small-boy fashion, 
spent their spare time on one impractical 
project after another, from a tree house the 
children ignored to a rubber swimming pool 
which endangered their lives. No plot, merely 
an episodic domestic record of the families’ 
good times (with vast quantities of liquor), the 
minor disasters, and the surprisingly small- 
town atmosphere of the neighborhood.

It is 
mostly a picture of the blundering and waste 
of war and of emotional insecurity as typified 
by the WAC who resorts to drinking and 
sleeping with various men although she is 
deeply in love with a man at the front. 


Fosburgh, Hugh. The hunter.

A well-done character study of Monk Taylor, 
who felt a unique kinship with the mountains, 
the wild beasts, and his dogs. To Monk lion 
hunting was an obsession, the promise of 
something unattainable. When forced to in- 
clude two Easterners in a lion hunt he pur- 
posely exhausts them and continues alone 
until the trip ends in near tragedy, a serious

injury to Monk. While recovering he proposes 
to Marge, but he postpones marriage for he 
feels that his remoteness leaves him with 
nothing to share. Full of terse conversation, 
with four-letter obscenities, this is a book that 
will receive attention; it will hold the mascu- 
line reader, but many libraries will find it 
objectionable for general use. 


Harnden, Ruth. I. a stranger. Whittlesey. 
$2.75. February 21. 

The unhappy result of a divorce on a child 
and her sense of rejection are understandingly 
described in the portrayal of a girl from 
childhood to early adolescence. The feeling 
of not having anyone to love is as important 
to little Christie as the feeling that neither 
parent loves her enough to keep her. The 
viewpoint is the child’s, although her mis- 
understanding of her father’s attitude toward 
her is evident. The writing is restrained and 
the portrayal is touching rather than tragic. 


Kerouac, John. The town & the city. Har- 
court, $3.50. March 2. 


The happy days and the breaking apart of a 
family are recorded in the story of the Martins 
of Galloway, Massachusetts, from 1910 through 
the war years. George, Marguerite, and their 
eight children lived a vigorous life in a big 
old house until George’s gambling and inat- 
tentiveness lost him a good printing business. 
The family had begun to break up when Joe, 
the restless one, wandered west; two of the 
other boys had left for college. Then the family 
moved to an apartment, war took more of the 
children from home, and the remainder of the 
family moved to a small hemmed-in flat in 
Brooklyn. The viewpoint of the story shifts 
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among the family to show the various dreams, 
desires, and individualities but most attention 
is given to the father and the three eldest sons. 


Van Every, Dale. Bridal journey. Mess- 
ner, $3. March. 


On the day set for her wedding, Marah Blake 
is carried off by the Shawnees into a most 
unromantic and unpleasant captivity, which 
is described with extreme realism. Abner 
Gower, the half-Indian cousin of Marah’s 
fiancé, agrees to undertake the girl’s rescue 
only because it will give him an opportunity 
to serve his friend George Rogers Clark by 
spying on the Indians and British. In an ex- 
citing cross-country chase, Abner effects the 
rescue and wins Marah away from her more 
conventional cousin. Circumspect in its treat- 
ment of sex, except for a scene with an erotic 
atmosphere. 


Weston, Christine (Goutiere). The world 
is a bridge. Scribner, $3. March. 


While all India was seething with rumors of 
partition, a small group of people acted out 
their country’s conflicts in miniature. Firoze, 
son of Muslims who had suffered for their de- 
votion to Gandhi, was himself more concerned 
with his love for Kiran than with politics. 
Kiran refused Firoze because of his religion, 
and married a Hindu of a lower caste than her 
own, which was almost as bad in the eyes of 
her people. Anand, the husband, was sensitive 
about his status, and easily persuaded to join 
in an anarchist plot. These three became in- 
volved in the politics of Khatakpur, most en- 
lightened of the Indian states, when religious 
riots drove out the capable but naughty Rani 
and her decadent heir.

An orphan, who 
shared her grandmother’s home with two 
boy cousins until they were sent to school 
in England, she was well cared for by maids 
and governesses, but it was the stern, proper 
grandmother who ruled all lives, managed the 
three houses in which they lived at different 
seasons, and protected her invalid husband 
from the worries of estate management. Life- 
like characterization of Irish people, an in- 
timate view of a prosperous household, and 
of grandmother—a Victorian lady whose per- 
sonality is neither exaggerated nor burlesqued 
for the sake of a story.

Slight story about an ordinary man who 
curbs his hot temper to practice loving not 
only his neighbors but also his enemies, in 
order to prove to his cynical son that Chris- 
tian belief can work. The idea spreads, he 
is hailed as a saint, then condemned as a 
faker, but everything turns out nicely when 
his son comes back to him. Amusing in spite 
of contrivance.

Young Lieutenant Reis of the medics wanted 
action and a chance for heroism, but a con- 
trary-minded personnel department gave him 
soft berths instead. Then, when the Ameri- 
cans occupied the island of Fassarai, Reis 
was sent in to do something about the ap- 
palling health conditions the Japanese had left 
behind. Only the oldest and youngest 
islanders remained, and they were dying off.

When the Stranger appeared, he stirred old 
Didace Beauchemin out of his impatient toler- 
ance of his weakling son Amable, and Am- 
able’s ineffectual wife. In the year that the 
Stranger worked mightily, fought. caroused, 
and charmed the local womenfolk, he divided 
the Beauchemin family and the neighborhood; 
then he left as suddenly as he had come, but 
the Beauchemins went on quarreling as long 
as there were two of them left. The lone 
survivor was Amable’s small daughter, and 
she found refuge with the spinster neighbor 
who had also been left desolate by the 
Stranger’s going. 


Hersey, John Richard. The wall. Knopf, 
$4. February 27. 

The wall was the enclosure which the Ger- 
mans built to confine Jews in the Warsaw 
ghetto, and this long story of some of those 
Jews is supposedly based on contemporary 
records buried there by a voluble diarist. 
The difficult narrative method, using diary 
excerpts and notes, requires close attention, 
but the power of the novel is cumulative, 
piling up the horrors of overcrowding, typhus, 
starvation, and the personal histories ot hero- 
ism and leadership, underground work, deser- 
tion, zealous Zionism, individual antagonisms 
and loyalties, to the day when 40 of the 
group escape through the sewers and are met 
by rescuers. 


Norway, Nevil Shute. The legacy, by 
evil Shute [pseud.]. Morrow, $3. June 
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A story of cruelty and suffering is told 
with a surprisingly placid air as an old man 
learns, in his London office, of what the war 
meant in Malaya. He was the trustee of 
property held for the last member of a family, 
Jean Paget, now a London typist, who had 
been in Malaya in 1940. Captured by the 
Japanese, she, with a group of women and 
children, was kept traveling on foot from 
place to place because there was no prison 
camp for women, half of them dying on the 
way, until a native village allowed them to 
stay and work in the rice fields. An Aus- 
tralian who stole food for them had been tor- 
tured and. Jean believed, killed by Japanese 
soldiers. The end is predictable; possessed 
of some wealth Jean travels from London to 
Malaya to reward the villagers, learns the 
Australian is alive, and goes on to Australia. 
There she becomes an industrialist to revive 
a ghost town, marries her cattleman, and 
lives happily. Popular reading, although the 
drama seems muted. 


Sinclair, Upton Beall. Another Pamela: 
or, Virtue still rewarded. Viking, $3. April 
24. 


Using fiction as a method of reviewing con- 
temporary social history, Sinclair draws a 
picture of America in the 1920’s. Borrowing 
the plot of Richardson’s Pamela, and some of 
the text as well, he ridicules the faults and 
toibles of the wealthy, as seen by an un- 
sophisticated sixteen-year-old, fresh from 
her onion-and-goat ranch. The modern 
Pamela is proof against the blandishments of 
the wolfish young master because she is well- 
grounded in her Seventh-Day Adventist faith: 
her Charles is hardly as unadulteratedly 
wicked as his predecessor, and his about- 
face is not so sudden or complete. Pamela 
II has a native sophistry that enables her to 
compromise—after marriage. 


Streatfeild, Noel. Mothering Sunday. Cow- 
ard-McCann, $3. February 27. 


Here and there an English family honors an 
old custom resembling Mothers’ Day in the 
U.S. The Caldwell children, bullied into it 
by efficient Jane, seized upon this day as 
an excuse to descend upon their mother un- 
announced, so that they could inquire tactfully 
into her sudden desire for privacy.

A pioneer woman physician tells of her edu- 
cation at Cornell and at the Medical College of 
the New York Infirmary for Women and 
Children, and graduation from Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical School. Determined to prac- 
tice in a general hospital, she won an appoint- 
ment, with stiff opposition, for an internship 
at Gouverneur Hospital on New York’s East 
Side, the only woman on the staff. Most of 
the book is devoted to her experiences there, 
her ambulance work, the loyal support of 
ambulance drivers, policemen and patients, 
and the petty antagonism of some of the 
medical men. It ends with her marriage, in 
1904. For readers of medical memoirs; there 
is no dramatization and little humor. 


Cruikshank, R. J. Charles Dickens and 
early Victorian England. Chanticleer,

An entertaining and instructive exposition of 
the age of Dickens; i.e., from the publication 
of Pickwick Papers in 1837 to his death in 
1870. Citing Dickens’ characters, scenes, and 
situations as typical, the author pictures Eng- 
land in Dickens’ (and Victoria’s) day, and 
shows how much progress was actually made 
in the next 33 years. A chronological table of 
events at home and abroad, tables of popula- 
tion, finance, industries, and wages, and 
colored Isotype charts emphasize points made 
in the text.

A vivid portrayal of the gallant life of a

Basing the narrative on 
facts from journals and letters and displaying 
a thorough familiarity with both the country 
and the society of the time, the author has 
written with a charm approximating Jeffer- 
son’s own. She has traced his political and 
personal fortunes, his successes as a diplomat, 
his delight in the intellectual salon society, 
his observing tours of Western Europe, his 
warm friendships with notables, male and 
female, and his generous guidance of young 
protégés. 


Ogilvie, Elisabeth. My world is an island. 
Whittlesey, $2.75. April. 


The novelist, author of the trilogy beginning 
with High tide at noon (Book ist 40:284, Ap 
15 44) and her lifelong friend Dot, also a 
writer, were born and bred islanders, and 
when the enterprising salesman showed them 
the old house on Gay’s Island off the Maine 
coast, they couldn’t resist. Their arrival with 
two boatloads of household effects, kittens, 
dogs, chickens, a sheep, and a goat, must have 
startled their nearest neighbors on the main- 
land, but further acquaintance showed that 
anything could be expected of this gregarious 
and delightfully uninhibited pair. Most of 
their guests turned out to be frustrated artists 


or artisans, and amazing results came from 
their labors. 


Trilling, Lionel. The liberal imagination; 
essays on literature and society. Viking,

In the light of his belief that the “connec- 
tion between literature and politics is a very 
immediate one,” Trilling carefully and eru- 
ditely examines the expressions of liberalism 
in Anglo-American literature. While his ap- 
proach is an intellectual one and some of his 
points debatable, the work is readable and 
thought-provoking. His subjects include 
Dreiser, anderson, Freud, Henry James, the 
Kinsey report, and the little magazine. Most 
of the essays have appeared during the past 
10 years in various magazines, but are here 
somewhat revised. 


Weyl, Nathaniel. Treason; the story of 
disloyalty and betrayal in American his- 
tory. Public Affairs Press, $4.59. March 
23. 


In line with the constitutional definition of 
treason as either armed insurrection or giving 
aid to a foreign enemy, this study examines 
eases of treason and near-treason. Among 
others are included the Benedict Arnold case, 
Whiskey Rebellion, Alien and Sedition cases, 
and the recent Hiss trial and Communist 
sedition case. Important in the discussion is 
the care taken in distinguishing between 
sabotage by foreign agents and treason by 
individuals who receive sustenance from and 
owe allegiance to this country, the tracing of 
the change from individual initiative to an 
international machine in which traitors are 
servants instead of masters, and the indica- 
tion of the development from the “older idea 
of a betrayal of the nation to the emergent 
one of betrayal of human freedom.” 


FICTION 


Gelfan, Lewis. The embroidered city. 
Little, $3. March 20. 


A novel of Americans in China, meeting and 
trying to outwit the venial officials and 
soldiers in a small river city who were hold- 
ing large stocks of rice, while the people were 
dying of starvation. Profits were endangered 
when a ship arrived with UNRRA flour, to 
be distributed by a conceited American busi- 
nessman and a girl with good intentions but 
no experience. A cynical young vice consul, 
a life-long resident of China, had his hands 
full as he tried to circumvent his fellow 
Americans’ troublemaking benevolence while 
doing his own job of assessing the city’s 
chances of holding off the Communists. Evi- 
dently written after long acquaintance with 
China; an unflattering picture of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s regime, filled with the pathos of long- 
suffering, bewildered people. 


Greener, Leslie. No time to look back. 
Viking, $3. Tentative date May. 


A Japanese prison camp was the scene of the 
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usual suffering and starvation, with men meet- 
ing the situation according to their natures— 
one risking his life for black market profits, 
another for the beautiful Chinese girl he 
married in secret, and the padre working with 
great ardor at being a jovial, hearty good 
fellow. Then a stranger suffering from am- 
nesia was brought in and mysterious stories of 
his power began to circulate, though the doc- 
tors discounted reputed miracles. The central 
theme is the transformation of the back- 
slapping minister, who realizes the falsity of 
his jovial pose and becomes a humble man 
even as his spiritual leadership is passing to 
the stranger whom he recognizes as a more 
genuine religious force. The novel is un- 
usual in treatment rather than in theme; it 
is written with sensitivity and economy and 
reveals a new writer of real promise. 


Kennedy, Margaret. The feast. Rinehart, 
$3. March 20. 


The Pendizack Hotel, on the Cornish coast, 
had stood so long beneath an overhanging 
cliff that people forgot there might be any 
danger; yet the cliff did finally fall, burying 
the hotel and seven people with it. The 
reader knows from the outset that the tragedy 
will occur, but the identity of the victims is. 
indicated only gradually, as the characters 
and histories of the staff and guests are re- 
vealed. The seven who die are actively or 
passively evil, and a threat to the happiness of 
others; the 16 who escape do so because kindly 
or merely decent impulses cause their absence 
from the scene of the disaster. 


Paul, Charlotte. Hear my heart speak. 
Messner, $3. April 21. 


After a few months’ service in the first world 
war, Spence Atkins returned to his small 
home town in Wisconsin, handsome and un- 
wounded, but speechless from shell shock. 
One promised cure after another failed, the 
townspeople paid a stunt aviator to give him a 
frightening ride but he remained dumb, and 
withdrew self-consciously from social life 
and from the church in which he had sung. A 
self-righteous girl evangelist turned from 
him because he placed his faith in science, 
but soon found herself in doubt about her 
life work. The cure, when it came, was 
dramatic and straightened the way of romance 
for Spence and for his mother. An unsophis- 
ticated story about simple, kindly people. 


Richter, Conrad. The town. Knopf, $3.50.

Sayward Luckett Wheeler of The trees and 
The fields (Booxkutst 36:265, Mr 1 40; 42: 266, 
Ap 15 46) dies at an advanced age at the end 
of this book.

A GI returns home to find that his wife, des- 
perate for a place in which they can live, has 
purchased an old apartment house in a dilapi- 
dated part of New York City. From there on 
it is one grand, and as he tells it, funny 
struggle, as they fix plumbing, chase cats, 
make friends with the tenants (an unusually 
nice crowd), take in a timid roomer and make 
a man-about-town of him, and arbitrate quar- 
rels, while the husband attempts to do his 
writing in peace. Avoiding a temptation to 
slapstick, the humor is deft, the touch light. 
Both the tenants and the landlord emerge as 
real people.

equal honesty of his winning manner and his 
hot-headedness when discouraged or crossed. 
The occasional semitechnical explanations of 
Sims’s most famous and successful operations 
are well handled and easily understood.

Admiral Leahy opens these memoirs with an 
account of his service as ambassador to France 
at the provisional capital of Vichy in January 
1941, and continues with his service as a mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and later as 
Chief of Staff to Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman until the end of the war. He was 
present at all the important conferences from 
that at Quebec in 1943 through Cairo, Teheran, 
Yalta, and Potsdam, and his version of the 
official and unofficial proceedings at these 
meetings is a valuable addition to the inter- 
pretation of these historic occasions. This is a 
personal, very readable, record filled with 
asides on the admiral’s reactions to events and 
his candid appraisals of people.

At middle age she had to face the fact 
that she could not pass on to her children the 
security and stability she prized, their mar- 
riages were based on different values, and 
interference would be fatal. At the same time 
her husband’s infatuation for a college girl, 
and an old friend’s avowed love for her, were 
threatening the established pattern.

Paul Brent returns from the army 
unable to settle back into the old routine of 
being a well-born Main Liner; he seems to 
have outgrown his prewar circle, all except 
Cassandra, who is unhappily married to his 
former best friend. When Paul and Cassandra 
first begin living together openly, their own 
inhibitions and the interference of family and 
friends threaten the relationship; but in time 
Cassandra’s husband grants a divorce, scandal 
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dies down with the lovers’ marriage, parent- 
hood justifies them in their own eyes, and a 
good and permanent marriage seems to be be- 
ginning.

Disheartened by the increase of state power 
in England, Eric Amberson moves to Syria 
where he falls in love with Elisa, leader of a 
near-religious colony of anarchistic refugees. 
Gradually he becomes aware that this quiet 
place is headquarters for a world network of 
agitators plotting to destroy a peace confer- 
ence and plunge the world into another war 
from which they hope a _ nonindustrialized 
anarchistic society of small voluntary associa- 
tions will arise. Siding with a peripatetic in- 
tellectual and an anarchist prophet he halts 
the plot, insisting he is a neutral, but opposed 
to violence, and leaves the colony in the hands 
of the peaceful faction. The writing is compact 
and tense in spite of the difficult philosophic 
base. 


Robinson, Henry Morton. The cardinal. 
Simon & Schuster, $3.50; soft-binding, $1. 
March 27. 


This long novel, serialized in abridged form 
in the Cosmopolitan, portrays a Catholic priest 
from the time of his first assignment to a poor 
parish in his native Boston to his participation 
as a newly appointed cardinal in the election 


of a pope in 1939. Father Fermoyle is far from 
a saintly figurehead; he is a hard-working, 
conscientious, and intelligent man who recog- 
nizes his own frailties and temptations and 
through them understands better the problems 
of others.

In the author’s 
opinion, Wilson, F. D. Roosevelt, Lenin, and 
Stalin have had the greatest impact; the con- 
clusion on the ordinary citizen is that he is 
“still relatively free, still the final authority 
in public affairs, still better fed, better clothed, 
and better housed than the common man in 
any other country.”

Davis describes the so-called good old days as 
he knew them in the typical small town of 
Chillicothe, Missouri, and cites advances in 
education, art, music, medicine, religion, atti- 
tudes toward sex, child and parent relation- 
ships, social and economic legislation, and 
racial discrimination. Many of the proofs 
offered are unconvincing, yet the over-all 
thesis is impressive. 


Orme, Alexandra. Comes the comrade! 
[Tr. from the Polish by M. A. Michael and 
L. Meyer] Morrow, $4. May 17. 


With her aristocratic Hungarian relatives and 
husband, Lida, a young Polish refugee, wel- 
comes the Russian liberation of Hungary. But 
in spite of her liking for individual Russians 
she is soon disgusted with their theiving. 
chronic lying, stupidity, filth, lust, and total 
lack of self-sufficiency. Paradoxically she 
belittles both the helpless snobbishness of the 
Hungarians and the naiveté of her kind who 
still believe safety depends on being in the 
right. As principle gives way to a struggle for 
mere survival, she pits her European charm 
against the Russians, using small talk and dis- 
traction as protection against starvation, loot- 
ing, and unwanted embraces and returns 
eventually to Budapest with her husband.

Six weeks before his death old David Flegg 
made a pilgrimage to his native Suffolk, and 
the memories evoked tell his life story. As 
David himself once said, he was born a poor 
boy, without a father, and owed all he was 
and had to his early training. These prosaic 
words conceal the romantic and rather sad 
story of David’s rise from humble beginnings 
to wealth and honors. Although he was suc- 
cessful and beloved, David never had the two 
things he wanted most—his titled father's 
name and pretty Hester Greycoat. 


Krebs, Richard Julius Herman. Winter- 
time, by Jan Valtin [pseud.].

A grimly realistic story of a conquered Ger- 
many barely maintaining its hold on civiliza- 
tion, where complete selfishness and disregard 
for law and order are necessary to survival, 
and morals and ethics are outmoded iuxuries.

In 
order to care for Lisa, Martin dips into black 
marketeering, and in her defense he commits 
murder and barratry, for which he goes to 
prison.

Two years after the war ended a middle-aged 
American couple went to England to visit their 
son’s grave. There they stumbled on the 
knowledge that an unmarried girl in the vil- 
lage had had his child and, on the soldier’s 
advice, meant to keep it secret from his 
parents for he feared its life would be warped 
as his had been by the possessiveness of his 
mother and the indifference of a father en- 
grossed in making money. At first determined 
to use his money as a weapon the grandfather, 
when he realized the sanity of the English 
family and the reason for his son’s action, 
faced the bitter fact that he and his wife had 
failed as parents and had little chance of 
making amends as grandparents.

Most of the bills were 
small ones, but they loomed large to the rural 
Maine folk who nevertheless generally paid up 
readily enough when approached by a man 
who appreciated them and their ways. Debt- 
ors were people to Mr. Hatch, and a business 
call was apt to end in mutual favors and 
sometimes even friendships. His experiences 
yield yarns which may have been hilarious 
but which are rather lifeless in the telling.

The author reiterates that no season is dull 
in the country, and month by month she re- 
cords the work and the satisfactions of her 
Connecticut home—the garden, the cocker 
spaniels that she raises and trains, the cooking 
she enjoys, her books, her antiques, and her 
friends. A happy record of a full life, with a 
serene philosophy and an acceptance of losses 
that are mentioned but never detailed.

After working with elephants for 25 years, 
the author considers them the most lovable 
and sagacious of all animals. His experiences 
began when he was employed by a corporation 
lumbering teak in the Burma jungles, with 
elephants furnishing the motive power. Dur- 
ing the war his elephants were used by the 
army and helped to evacuate Europeans to 
India, but many returned to the wilds during 
Japanese occupation. There is fascinating 
reading in this account of their training, 
their native handlers and their intelligence, 
and of the white man’s jungle life. Parts ap- 
peared in the New Yorker.

This is what happens when a woman of deter- 
mination and charm visits Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia, and gets the idea of restoring Deep- 
wood, the most likely house in her own Vir- 
ginia home town, to its original splendor. 
First her three best friends are drawn in and 
soon the whole town is involved. Character- 
ization is kindly and amusing, dialog sounds 
real, and a romance fits well in the story.

As death narrows their circle two aging 
widows, lifelong acquaintances, become more 
dependent upon each other and are united in 
their concern about their children’s marriages 
and the future of their grandchildren. The 
two young couples are modern and sophisti- 
cated; marital problems of infidelity and un- 
happiness are met more openly and ruthlessly 
than in their parents’ time, but the grand- 
mothers know the children will be the suffer- 
ers. Of no permanent value, but an honest 
picture of today’s insecurity.

Eichelberger, Robert L. Our jungle road 
to Tokyo; the story of the ground war in 
the Pacific; in collaboration with Milton 
MacKaye. Viking, $5. September. 


A US. general gives a personal account of 
his job in the war and the role of the US. 
Army Ground Forces under his command in 
the Pacific. The general’s last service before 
retirement was as commander of the Ameri- 
can Occupation Forces in Japan. He treats 
the preparation, actual combat, and every 
other aspect of the campaign in terms of in- 
dividuals and seldom mentions large-scale 
strategy and tactics so that the story has a 
down-to-earth appeal. Serialized in part in 
Saturday Evening Post. 


Fischer, Louis. The life of Mahatma 
Gandhi. Harper, $5. Fall. 


This respectful biography is based on exten- 
sive study of Gandhi’s writing, on writings 
about him, and also has the benefit of Mr. 
Fischer’s interviews with Gandhi in 1942 and 
1946. The 1942 interviews were recorded in 
A week with Gandhi (Booxk.ist 39:183, Ja 1 
43). It is a sympathetic, detailed review of 
Gandhi’s whole life, in which an appreciation 
of Gandhi as an individual is intermingled 
with an analysis of his growth and phenom- 
enal influence as a spiritual and _ political 
leader. 


Lattimore, Owen. Ordeal by slander. Lit- 
tle. $2.75. July 31. 


Hard-hitting declaration of a _ thoroughly 
aroused citizen. Reveals the details of the 
loyalty investigation directed against him, 
and discusses its implications in regard to 
intellectual and political freedom in the US. 
Gives the text of Lattimore’s own statements 
before the Senate; discusses the accusations, 
the testimony for and against him, and his 
defense: discloses evidence he was not per- 
mitted. under existing Senate rules, to ad- 
vance in his own behalf. Names names and 
makes bold statements, presumably with the 
approval of legal counsel; makes the point 
that Washington is being high-pressured into 
a witch hunt which can lead to the Soviet 
type of thought control. A clear and concise

Paul, Elliot Harold. Springtime in Paris.

The author revisited Paris in 1949 and again 
uses the small section that was the scene of 
his The last time I saw Paris (BooK.ist 38: 
383, Je 15 42) to give a study in miniature 
of the city and its postwar aspects. Politics 
is a dominant theme; the collaborationists 
have left the street, the number cof commun- 
ists has increased, but the concern over 
political matters is not intense enough entire- 
ly to overshadow the private affairs of the 
residents. The shopkeepers and the hotel and 
café keepers figure more prominently in this 
than do the prostitutes. 


Settel, Arthur, ed. This is Germany; in- 


trod. by Lucius D. Clay. Sloane, $4. July 
10. 


There is no temporizing in these chapters on 
occupied Germany written by 10 American 
newspapermen and women; the credit and 
criticism are equally forthright. A disturb- 
ing picture is presented, where in spite of 
the air lift and the strengthening of Western 
Germany, there are still the problems of un- 
denazified leaders, education in which an un- 
concerned military government still permits 
the perpetuation of Nazi dogmas, the little 
man who wants only food and a job, the polit- 
ical parties struggling through mazes of na- 
tionalism, the weak intellectuals, and the 
women who are slow to understand the 
promise of equal status. As might be ex- 
pected, opinions differ and both the editor 
and General Clay intimate disagreement on 
some points. Yet this experienced and vocal 
group presents a serious discussion of vital 
interest to everyone. 


Van Doren, Carl Clinton. Jane Mecom, 
sister of Franklin. Viking, $4.50. October. 


In his customary fluent style, Van Doren 
successfully revives the shadowy form of 
Franklin’s sister, tells the story of her chil- 
dren, intractable and sickly in mind and body, 
and re-creates the life of the common people 
during Revolutionary times. At the same 
time he adds to our knowledge of Franklin 
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himself, especially the mixture of affection 
and tact with which he contributed to his 
family’s welfare, yet did not endanger the 
relation by too frequent personal contact. 
Based upon recently published correspond- 
ence.

Barber, Elsie Oakes. Hunt for heaven. 
Macmillan, $3. Tentative date August 15. 


John Bliss, a Chicago minister, repelled by 
the brutality of the Haymarket riot, led some 
of his congregation to a Pennsylvania farm 
that was given to him. Here they organized 
a communal group, the members inspired and 
sustained in their early hardships by their 
leader’s idealistic Christianity. Prosperity 
brought trouble and eventual defeat for John, 
when his people, no longer satisfied with a 
self-sustaining farm, wanted profits and more 
material possessions; the man who was his 
mainstay left to work with Samuei Gompers, 
and the daughter he was training to succeed 
him was, he knew, stifling her love for a 
man who could not accept the restricted life 
of the colony. 


Barke, James. The wonder of all the gay 
world, a novel of the life and loves of 
Rebert Burns. Macmillan, $3.50. July 11. 


Burns’s Edinburgh days are covered in the 
third novel of the series on his life. Scot- 
land’s capital is graphically described, with 
all the details of sights, sounds, and smells 
as Burns experienced them. Most important 
to Burns was the influential literary circle, 
which accepted him and furnished a pub- 
lisher for a second edition of his poems. Tours 
to the Border country and to the Highlands 
also came in this period and stimulated 
Burns’s creativeness.

He shared 
with her some war memories, but not the 
implied tragedy of his life, then, knowing the 
cost, he went duck shooting and his heart 
stopped.
